NEW CIRCUIT DELAYED 


Special Board 
Would Direct 


Entry fees from exhibitors 
and legalizing horse racing 
called for--circuits favored 


DALLAS, Feb. 2.—Action was taken on 
two important matters at the annual 
meeting of the Texas Association of Fairs 
at the Adolphus Hotel here the latter 
part of last week. By a vote of ap- 
proximately three to one the convention 
indorsed a bill which would repeal all 
other laws as regards the operation of 
fairs in Texas. It would create a board 
with power to authorize fair associations 
and others to hold under its rules, di- 
rection and supervision, public exhi- 
bitions of farm, dairy, poultry and agri- 
cultural products and live stock, and to 
conduct contests with respect thereto. 
On application in writing therefor, it 
would be the board’s duty to authorize 
such associations to solicit and charge 
entry fees from exhibitors; to conduct 
contests between entrants of poultry and 
dairy products on the merits thereof as 
to quality; to offer and award first, sec- 
ond and third premiums or prizes, and 
to conduct contests between entrants of 
live stock on the merits thereof, as to 
quality, breeding; speed and endurance. 


The other important feature was the 
passing of a resolution calling for the 
formation of fair circuits thruout the 
State in 1931. 


The meeting was called to order Fri- 
day morning by Russell Rhodes, of Tyler, 
secretary of the State association, he be- 
ing the only officer present at the time. 
William M. Lawson, of Mt. Pleasant, 
acted as secretary. While the meeting 
got off to a slow start it gained momen- 
tum at the two succeeding sessions, with 
the result that it turned out to be one 
of the most enthusiastic gatherings in 
the association’s history. 


Rhodes pointed out the necessity of 
forming fair circuits in the State to cut 
down the cost of carnival movements 
and aid fairs in getting better midway 
attractions, with the possibility of more 
revenue from the shows. Following the 
reading of the minutes of the last meet- 
ing Rhodes advised that word from 
Shreveport, La., was that Milt Morris, of

Much of the unrest which has 
prevailed of late on the Pathe lot was 
removed with the further announcement

Brown declared that, altho RKO ac- 
quires title and assets of Pathe, the two 
organizations will continue to operate es 
separate and distinct picture-producing 
and distributing units. Radio Pictures 
and Pathe Studios will function inde- 
pendently and the same condition will 
prevail in the releasing end of Pathe’s 
products, it is said. The present ex- 
changes manned by Pathe personne! will 
continue as of old in their respective 
territories, it was reported. 

Pathe Newsreel, acquired by REO un- 
der the merger, will be placed under the 
management of Cortland Smith, it was 
learned 

In further commenting upon the com- 
pletion of the merger, Brown stated 
‘while the full name of the new operating 
company has not been definitely de- 
termined, the word Pathe will be re- 
tained in its corporate title.

Can’t Give Immediate Relief 


Says it will be some time before RKO will get develop- 
ing ground for acts—against frequent policy changes— 
call of “flesh” heeded on Coast 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Joseph Plunkett, general manager of RKO, is fully 
cognizant of the new material problem confronting the circuit’s booking depart- 


ment thru the paucity of break-in houses. 


In the future something will be done 


about providing a developing ground or minor league for vaudeville, Plunkett 
stated, but immediately there is little possibility of policies of smaller houses being 


switched to meet the need. The outlook 
for “flesh” on the RKO Circuit is un- 
usually good, but Plunkett believes that 
definite progress wHl not be made along 
the line of adding playing dates until 
next season. Plunkett has long upheld 
the principle that it is poor business to 
change house policies frequently. Sev- 
eral of the smaller RKO houses around 
here dropped last season from the vaude- 
ville books will be taken back into the 
vaudefilm category as soon as physical 
alterations and other forms of moderniz- 
ing are made. Most of these stands have 
seen better days and several are located 
in sections that have lost a good part of 
their population thru the development of 
proximate communities with new homes 
and theaters. 


An indication that RKO already feels 
the need of “flesh” relief on the Coast is 
the announcement issued from here that 
beginning February 6 stage attractions 
will augment screen shows at the Or- 
pheyms in Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. The starters will be prologs to 
Cimarron, which will start at the houses 
on that date. Cliff Work, Coast divisional 
manager for RKO, will superintend the 
“flesh” experiments at the Orpheums. 
They will be continued following the run 
of Cimarron, and will take some new 
form, being neither hybrid stage-band 
policies or vaudeville as it is known in 
the East.

Barnum’,” Says Laemmle 


President of Universal calls present theater advertising 
methods “high hat’”—wants the old circus idea brought 
back in handling exploitation of film product 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Carl Laemmle, Sr., 


believes in the old circus idea of 


advertising. He is of the opinion that too much dignity in theater advertising has 


hurt attendance. 
over the place. 


Laemmle is out strong for the old ballyhoo with 24-sheets all 
It is true that the theaters have gone haywire, not so much with 


the dignity of the thing, but with inept catchlines in pictures that are not at 


all lurid or sensational, -but on which 
advertising departments or publicity men 
have tried to force such an angle. 

The Laemmle statement carries some 
fine thought for exhibitors, so The Bill- 
board reprints it below: 

“The modern attempt to dignify thea- 
ter advertising has hurt theater at- 
tendance more than any business depres- 
sion that ever came down the pike,” 
declares Laemmle. “Dignity in almost 
any advertising is a lot of hooey, but 
in the show business it is stark, staring, 
mad suicide. 

“In the best days of the picture busi- 
mess you used to slap 24-sheets all over 
the place; you sniped every fence and 
barrel that lifted its unprotected face 
to the light, and you distributed heralds 
right and left. 

“Then some of the bigger operators, 
including heads of the motion picture 
theater circuits, gave birth to the bril- 
liant idea that they should uplift their 
dignity and incidentally ‘cut expenses’ 
by curtailing on showmanship advertis- 
ing. 

“Not content with building such 
luxurious theaters that you scared the 
hoi polloi away from them, you suddenly 
got high hat, discarded all the old suc- 
cessful hokum advertising and got the 
idea that it was smart to advertise in a 
repressed, superior sort of way. 

“Business fell off. The old standbys 
quit standing by. So you yelled ‘business 
depression’ and moaned large, sobby 
moans. 

“Now get back to first principles of 
showmanship again. Dust off your book 
on The Life of Barnum. Take a few 
dozen leaves out of his book. 

“Bang the dearly beloved public right 
on the nose with your story. Plaster 
up the old. 24-sheets again. Snipe hither 
and yon. Circulate your heralds where 
they will do the most good. 

“When good pictures come your way, 
don’t hide them under your high hat. 
Tell the world about them—your Own 
world—and tell them in language they 
can understand without the aid of an 
interpreter. 

“Quit thinking of advertising as ‘ex- 
pense’. Think of it as lifeblood. Treat 
it like the asset it is. Come off your 
perch and get down on the ground with 
the common people—the people who will 
make you or break ~unall

URING the meeting of the National 
Board of Review held in New York

tures might have received the erroneous 
impression that all of the pictures now 
produced were either for the consump- 
tion of people with the brains of a child 
about 13 years of age, or that the major- 
ity of them should be produced with an 
eye on youngster patronage.

There is no denying the fact that very 
few pictures today have any appeal to 
juvenile patronage, and that some system 
should be adopted to get the youngsters 
back to the motion picture cathedrals. 
Whether this can be done via the feature 
production is a question, and no amount 
of verbiage slung ad nauseum at motion 
Pictures can solve it. If some system 
could be evolved whereby a series of 
short subjects with a particular appeal 
to juveniles could be produced and 
shown along with the feature production, 
there might be the happy combination 
of drawing from both the youngsters and 
their elders. Children’s matinees have 
given the exhibitors much to quander 
about. They are not paying propositions. 
As a rule the admission price is so small 
that it seldom pays, except that it may 
be cultivating the idea of seeking the 
movies as entertainment. It is ffom 
these youngsters that the next generation 
of movie patrons will come. 

. . . 


It is true there are many bad pictures, 
but when it is considered that practically 
every company must necessarily turn out 
on the average of one picture a week to 
accommodate the weekly-change houses 
end many that change programs bi- 
weekly, or in some instances every day 
in the smaller towns, the worth of the 
average picture is really something at 
which to marvel. Considering the num- 
ber of hits out of the scores of produc- 
tions given to the legitimate stage in a 
season, the success of the average movie 
becomes almost astounding. 


As a refutation to the statements made 
at the National Board of Review meet- 
ings, in which pictures received a world of 
criticism, enough by innuendo to be 
termed almost verbal asphyxiation, one 
has but to glance back at a list of pic- 
tures produced during the past year. 
There are All Quiet on the Western Front, 
Journey's End, The Dawn Patrol, Hell’s 
Angels as examples of excellent militaris- 
tic and air-minded productions. Com- 
mander Byrd at the South Pole ranks 
alone in the expedition-adventure class. 
Among the dramatic successes will be 
found Anna Christie, The Divorcee, Holi- 
day, Old English, Outward Bound, Sarah 
and Son, Seven Days’ Leave, Devil’s Holi- 
day, Romance, Laughing Lady, Laughter, 
The Big House, Her Man, Devil To Pay, 
Abraham Lincoln, Tol’able David, Min 
and Bill, The Criminal Code, Sin Takes 
a Holiday and numerous others. While 
none of these could be considered as 
entertainment for juveniles, they still are 
certainly not built for the moron. In 
fact, some of them might have been con- 
sidered just a little too sophisticated for 
motion picture audiences. As a rule, 
however, the motion picture has ad- 
vanced in the past year—advanced in its 
selection of stories and its character 
portrayals.

Paramount - Warner F ight 


Is Watehed With Interest 


Costly proposition may be felt by exhibition end—Para- 
mount states no retaliatory method will be adopted for 
grabbing of stars—a matter of conjecture 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—In spite of the fact that the powers that be in the 
Warner organization have made the statement that there is no war on in their 
grabbing of stars from other organizations, it is apparent that everything is not 


so serene along the Hollywood front. 


Just what this grabbing of stars will mean 


to the exhibitor remains to be seen. There is bound to be a reaction, and re- 


actions usually result in some discom- 
fiture to the exhibitor. So, only time 
will tell just how this battle is going to 
hit the exhibitor field. 

Many years ago—that is, in the old 
Patents Company days—there was a gen- 
tleman’s agreement between producers 
that no production company was to go 
after another company’s players until 
such a player had signified the intention 
of not renewing a contract with the or- 
ganization that then held the contract. 

Since the signing of Ruth Chatterton 
by Warners, rumor has had it that by 
the time Paramount got thru with her 
that the star’s drawing power would be of 
little value to any exhibitor playing the 
Warner product. The intimation was to 
the extent that thru bad stories Para- 
mount would kill the star’s popularity. 
However, to offset this statement, which 
has already broken into print, the Para- 
mount organization announces four 
stories in which Miss Chatterton is to ap- 
pear for it during 1931-’32 before the ex- 
piration of her contract. The list in- 
cludes Daddy’s Gone a-Hunting, from the 
stage play of same name, by Zoe Akins; 
The Heart Is Young, by May Eddington; 
Stepdaughters of War, which was seen on 
Broadway for a short run, and Unjfaith- 
jul, which is Just being completed. 

There is no denying that a battle is on. 
Paramount states that it will adopt no 
retaliatory methods, just let matters seep 
along. But there is usually some come- 
back, and the exhibitor must necessarily 
watch his own step so that he does not 
become unconsciously enmeshed in a 
situation that is giving the industry a 
lot of room for conjecture. 

This signing of other company’s stars 
is an expensive proposition. Chatterton, 
Powel] and Kay Francis, who has been 
brought to the fore by Paramount, are 
not leaving Paramount to sign with 
Warners without some great advance- 
ment, either in salaries or promised story 
material. It is going to be a costly propo- 
sition, and just how Warners’ financial 
backers will take it is another matter of 
question. True, there have been disagree- 
ments that have reached a fever heat be- 
tween Warners and Paramount-Publix in 
Philadelphia, where Warners have con- 
tracted for Paramount’s first runs, but 
are holding them back from presentation. 
Paramount-Publix retaliation on this 
score is in Chicago, where the Warner 
product is receiving a similar holdoff,

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“Aloha” 
(TIFFANY) 
in the Projection Room 


This Al Rogell produced and directed 
picture is nicely handled in its atmos- 
phere, direction and casting, but the 
story is terribly slow-paced and could be 
cut to advantage. In spite of this it has 
a certain appeal that should interest 
feminine audiences in particular. 


Ben Lyon and Raquel Torres appear in 
the two leading roles. Lyon has the role 
of a young American who has been sent 
to one of the South Pacific Islands to 
look after his father’s copra interests. 
Lyon, who is an adept with handling 
dialog, manages to make the role of this 
rather inconsistent character convincing. 
Miss Torres, who was quite the rage in 
silent days and who has not fared too 
well with the talkies, gives a nicely out- 
lined characterization that is particularly 
suited to her exotic type. Robert Edeson 
for the first time in his career is prone 
to exaggerated histrionics in the roie of 
the boy’s father. Thelma Todd is quite 
nicely cast as the cruel, vindictive sister 
of Lyon, while Marion Douglas, Otis Har. 
lan and Donald Reed round out the cast 
in smaller roles. 


The story of Aloha is by Thomas H. 
Ince and J. G. Hawks, with the screen 
adaptation by Adele Buffington. It lacks 
originality, many of its ilk having been 
brought to the screen in the silent days 
of the movies. The picture starts on the 
South Pacific Island, where Miss Torres, 
es Ilanu, a half-caste, is about to be 
forced into marriage with a native, but 
she opposes the idea as she leans toward 
the white type of her father. She is 
driven from the native festival when she 
voices her feelings and turns to Lyon. 
Lyon, hating the tropic climate, its 
nauseous atmosphere and indolent sur- 
roundings, and yearning for a woman’s 
companionship, marries her. He returns 
to the States with his bride, where this 
half-barbaric hoyden shocks her hus- 
band’s cultured relations. Her sister-in- 
law takes a dangerous hate to her and 
does everything to turn the husband 
against her. The young couple have a 
boy, and when he is about five years old 
the sister-in-law takes the lad from his 
mother’s arms to put him in charge of a 
governess. The wife is so anxious to win 
the graces of the sister-in-law that, when 
She is inveigled into an unwitting 
drunken carousal, thinking she is doing 
the right thing, her husband turns 
against her. This happens on a return 
trip to the island, where Lyon is taking 
a group of friends on his pleasure yacht. 
Nearing the girl’s homeland, the boat 
anchors for the night. The girl, con- 
science stricken, realizing that these 
white people and even her husband be- 
lieve she is not the fit mother for her 
boy, leaves the boat in the early morning 
hours and climbs to the top of a volcano 
and plunges in, following the steps of her 
mother, who had adopted a similar fate 
when her marriage to a white man met 
a disastrous fate.

The Elstree Studios, thru their Ameri- 
can distributors, British International 
Productions, made a sad mistake in at- 
tempting to foist The Love Habit, a 
turgid, tedious and almost totally in- 
adequate vehicle, upon the Yankee 
market. The Love Habit is an adapta- 
tion from Louis Verneuil’s French novel, 
the transliteration having been done by 
Seymour Hicks, who also handles the 
leading role. 


Harry Lachman has done a thoroly in- 
efficient work in his direction, for tho 
the story possesses some potentially con- 
vincing possibilities, the direction and 
performance of the cast render these nil. 
Besides Hicks, a middle-aged character 
actor who attempts seriously to depict 
the actions of a Casanova, the cast in- 
cludes Margot Grahame and Ursula 


Jeans, both of whom show promise, tho 
seen in tawdry parts. 


Others in the cast 


are Edmund Breon, Walter Armitage, 
Elsa Lanchester and Clifford Heatherley. 

The story concerns the attentions paid 
by a romantically inclined bachelor and 
blackmailer to the wife of @ famous 
French architect. The architect, tho liv- 
ing within the bounds of propriety and 
convention, has become involved in an 
affair with an attractive widow. Thru 
68 minutes this boring vehicle unwinds 
in one of the most talkative and action- 
less talking pictures to be shown at this 
house in many months. The film will 
hardly cause a ripple, and is barely 
worth consideration or notice.

“Cimarron” 
(RKO) 
At the Glove 

Radio Pictures has at last turned out 
one grand picture—a picture that takes 
first place among the kaleidoscopic epics 
of pioneer days. This Edna Ferber story, 
similar in construction to Show Boat, 
has been given a marvelous direction by 
Wesley Ruggles and has a cast that 
literally scintillates with brilliance. Rich- 
ard Dix and Irene Dunne are its chief 
features. 


It is a new Richard Dix in this picture 
—a Richard Dix who steps from the 
graceful role of the youthful leading man 
to a character artist whose work ranks 
with the finest that has ever been 
brought to the screen. It is a bit of 
work that will long make the name of 
Richard Dix synonymous with the char- 
acter of Yancey Cravath. Dix’s portrayal 
is a revelation and shows astute study 
of every phase of this inconsistent and 
lovable, God-fearing and hip-firing man 
who is always on guard for right and 
the underdog. 


Irene Dunne, from the legitimate stage, 
steps into the front ranks of players 
who have given memorable characteriza- 
tions by her portrayal of Sabra. At the 
start Miss Dunne is excellent, but as 
the film progresses she attains a char- 
acter portrayal height that has never 
been surpassed on the screen. She is 
the central figure in the latter part of 
the film, and a bit that might have 
seemed long drawn out has been so 
admirably handled by her that it be- 
comes one of the most memorable 
sequences in the film on account of its 
naturalness, poise and marvelous make- 
up. In this scene she is an aging 
woman ‘who has climbed the ladder to 
success and is elected to Congress. She 
is majestic in her graceful speech of 
thanks to her constituents and regal in 
her loyal love for the wandering hus- 
band whom she has not seen in more 
than 20 years. Beautiful, poignant and 
convincing is this piece of character 
drawing. 

But it is not the work of these two 
leading players alone that makes Cimar- 
ron an outstanding screen offering. 
There is Edna May Oliver, with her de- 
licious sense of comedy that is written 
to order for her; there is Estelle Taylor, 
climbing still higher in her art of char- 
acter drawing; there is George E. Stone 
in a magnificently simple and beautifully 
conceived character role, and Roscoe 
Ates, the stuttering comedian, who shows 
thru this film that stuttering is not his 
forte alone, but that he is a most able 
artist. Eugene Jackson, little colored 
lad, who has appeared with success in 
Hearts in Dizie and Hallelujah, also 
scores in this production. 


The story starts with the rush of 
pioneers for the opening of the Osage 
territory in Oklahoma, and this is one 
of the finest bits of the film. Yancey 
Cravath carries his family into the new 
fields, fighting the evil element of the 
town and at the same time lending a 
helping hand to a prostitute, who has 
been a victim of unfortunate circum- 
stances. But this lovable man is an 
irresponsible youth at times, the wan- 
derlust getting the better of him, and 
he leaves his wife for five years, re- 
turning as a sergeant who had seen 
service in the Spanish-American War. 
Once again the old call of travel gets 
him and he disappears for 22 years, only 
to have his wife, in her hour of glory, 


find him dying as a straggler near 42 
new oil gusher, as he cries to her, “Hide 
me in your love.” This is just a bare 
sketch. There are human touches of 
comedy, pathos, sentiment, all blending 
into a colorful, poignantly pathetic 
drama that makes us doff our hat to 
everyone who had anything to do with 
this undertaking—an undertaking of 
which Radio Pictures can be proud for 
a long time to come.

“Seas Beneath” 
(FOX MOVIETONE) 
At the Rozy 

This is a good programer, tho it 
could be cut to advantage. Directed by 
John Ford, this one becomes only a fair 
successor to Men Without Women. The 
picture has its moments, but in trying 
to eliminate too much of the melo- 
dramatic, comedy bits have been inter- 
polated that seem rather incongruous 
to the action of the story. 

George O’Brien has the leading male 
role and gives a nice performance in the 
role of the commander of the mystery 
ship, jwho is not only the commander 
but a pal of his men—who seels in these 
youths, uninitiated at the sea, the frail- 
ties that are found in all humans. Mar- 
ion Lessing, a newcomer to the screen, 
has the leading feminine role. She is 
quite stunning and, no doubt, was as- 
signed the character because she speaks 
German as fluently as English. The 
picture calls for several sequences with 
German dialog, tho they do not hamper 
the story continuity to those unfamliar 
wiith the Teutonic tongue. Walter C. 
Kelly, the “Virginia Judge”, appears in 
a leading comedy role of an Irish chief 
gunner, and as is his custom makes it 
a real character. Others in the cast 
include Warren Hymer, Larry Kent, Gay- 
lord Pendleton and John Loder. 

Many of the scenes are laid in a sub- 
marine, with the deft direction of John 
Ford outstanding.” Also the scenes in 
which the sub fires on the mystery ship 
and vice versa have been admirabiy 
handled. The story, written by Com- 
mander James Parker (U. S. N. Ret.), 
tells of a U. S. mystery ship No. 2 sent 
out to raid a German U-boat that had 
been playing havoc between the States 
and the Canary Islands. The mystery 
ship is camouflaged as a merchant vessel 
with guns hidden away. The boat stops 
at the Canary Islands, where the Ger- 
mans have their spies, and also refuel. 
Here the girl, Anna Marie Von Steuben, 
sister of the commander of the U-boat, 
meets the American officer and falls in 
love with him. 

There is the usual intoxicating of one 
of the young American officers and dur- 
ing his stupor the Germans find that he 
is in the navy and that the camouflaged 
boat is after them. From then on it is 
a chase between the U-boat and the 
camouflaged ship to get one another. 
Naturally the Americans come out the 
victors, sink the U-boat, capture the 
German officers, send them to a deten- 
tion camp, with the girl leaving the 
thought that she will return to her 
American sweetheart at the close of the 
war. The chief trouble with the picture 
is the lack of originality in its story, 
tho there is enough of the melodramatic, 
enough action and suspense to interest 
the average moviegoer.

Miss Landi has the role of a noted 
stage player who also is quite a notorious 
adventuress, and that of this star‘s 
double, a young actress who appears in 
minor parts. The young actress looks so 
much like the star that she is signed for 
@ leading role in a new production, the 
producer believing he has signed the 
noted player. Into this comes the love 
interest, the boy believing he is making 
love to the notorious star; also a stolen 
necklace and a jewel robber husband of 
the star. It is all rather confusing and 
none too interesting most of the way.

“Finn and Hattie” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Paramount 


Finn and Hattie, an audible motion 
picture conceived from Donald 
Ogden Stewart’s novel, Mr. and Mrs. 
Haddock Abroad, sounds like a fish story, 
and, true to all piscatorial legends, what 
a whopper this Paramount production 
turns out to be. The vehicle serves as 
excellent starring fodder for the talents 
of two delightful cinema kiddies, Jackie 
Searl, the sissy of the recent Tom Saw- 
yer, grown more impish than ever, and 
Mitzi Green, who was the Becky 
Thatcher of the Twain opus, and who 
adds to her popularity with a role that 
fits her to a T, as well as for Leon Erroll 
and Zasu Pitts, who enavt the mature 
but hilarious title roles. The film con- 
sumes 77 minutes running time, not a 
second of which is wasted effort. 

Harry Beresford, a star from the legiti- 
mate stage recently imported to the 
cinema capital, is seen in a minor but 
laugh-provoking role ‘of a New York 
white wing having a gabfest with a 
Pugnacious taxi driver, Eddie Dunn, 
while the Haddocks cogitate on the best 
hostelries in the metropolis. Others in 
the éast include Lilyan Tashman, as a 
ravishing vamp who engages the Had- 
docks’ attention and purse; Syd Sailor, 
Mack Swain, Regis Toomey and Ethel 
Sutherland, all of whom are capable and 
convincing. 

The piece has been directed dually, 
according to the latest practice, by Nor- 
man Taurog and Norman McLeod. The 
book is adhered to closely, and the film 
medium proves, if anything, a bit more 
interesting and convincing than did the 
novelized version. 

The story, simply told, concerns the 
European trip of a Cape Cod family 
suddenly thrust into wealth and afflu- 
ence and of the trials and tribulations 
experienced en route to the Continent 
and during their sojourn at the gayety 
and fashion center of the world, Paris. 
The trip takes them from Cape Cod onto 
a fast train, which introduces a wrestling 
brakeman and a slick confidence man 
into their life; into fast-paced metro- 
politan New York, where they meet 
slangy but condescending taxi chauffeurs 
and street cleaners with Oxford accent 
and Riviera social complexes; then 
aboard a giant French liner, where the 
Haddock offspring outdo themselves in 
mischief-making, and finally on to Paris, 
where the plot thickens and the climax 
is hastened to a roaring conclusion to 
the story and holding the possible prom. 
ise that more of these Babbittlike Had- 
dock travel episodes may reach the 
screen. 

To Mitzi Green and Jackie Searl 
should go the highest honors for sure- 
fire comedy and performance, a sterling 
pair of youngsters that can’t help but 
appeal to everyone. Erroll and Miss Pitts 
also stand out markedly in their humor- 
ously pathetic characterizations, one as 
the boastful husband whose suppressed 
desires have at last found reality in his 
wealth and trip abroad, and the other 
as the meek and submissive wife to 
whose anaemic constitution this experi- 
ence is but another of life’s jolts. Beres- 
ford and Dunn show promise for the 
future. Altogether, tho the whole pro- 
duction is obviously farce in the broad- 
est sense, this is a picture which will 
tickle the funny bone of the average 
American audience. For laughs, book 
this one.

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“The Bachelor Father’ 
(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 
At the Capitol 


Based on the Edward Child Carpenter 
play, presented by David Belasco two 
seasons ago, this one, in its screen form 
with much of its risqueness eliminated, 
becomes rather innocuous screen fare. As 
a vehicle for Marion Davies it serves its 
purpose, but does not allow the wide 
latitude for this comedienne’s abilities 
that other of her vehicles have permitted. 

The first half of the film is delightfully 
amusing, with Miss Davies as the harum. 
scarum miss from New York, who jumps 
from a life in a New York flat to a home 
in the magnificent estate of her father, 
who in his earlier days had been a devil 
with the ladies and rather promiscuous 
in his love affairs. During the latter part 
of the picture the story settles down to 
rather tame action and seems a long 
time reaching a happy culmination. 
While the Davies fans will not be as 
enthusiastic about this vehicle as the 
other Marion Davies productions, it still 
is a good programer. 

Cc. Aubrey Smith has the role of the 
father, which he played in the original 
production, and gives a sterling per- 
formance. Ralph Forbes in the role of 
the lawyer-sweetheart gives a creditable 
performance, as do Ray Milland, Guinn 
Williams, David Torrence, Nina Quartero 
and Halliwell Hobbs. 

The story tells of an elderly English 
bachelor, who decides, when goaded by 
his physician, to bring three children, 
offspring of various love affairs, into his 
home. The physician tells him that the 
reason why the bachelor has never 
sought these children out and had them 
near him is because he, the father, 
realizes that they could not stand his 
irascibility. He sends his lawyer to seek 
them. One of them is the daughter of 
an Italian. Then there is a son and still 
another daughter of a New York music 
hall star, played by Miss Davies. When 
they arrive they put the old man to the 
test and soon he has learned to love all 
three of them, the favorite being Miss 
Davies. It. develops that she is not his 
child after all, tho he claimed she was 
most like him. Thinking the girl was in 
on the game to dupe him, he gives her 
the cold shoulder, and when she is in- 
jured in a plane crash after leaving him, 
he finds that she had taught him what 
happiness there was in having something 
to care for and is impatient to get news 
of her condition, Of course, she is brought 
back to his home for adoption and mar- 
riage to his lawyer.

No Film War, Says Warner 


HOLLYWOOD, Jan, 31.—H. M. Warner 
has issued the statement that his firm 
was not at war with any of the producing 
companies because of the recent signing 
up of many prominent stars from other 
studios. “Rumors of a so-called ‘war’ 
between Warner Brothers and any other 
motion picture company are entirely 
without foundation,” he says. “Consid- 
erable public interest has been aroused 
by our signing Ruth Chatterton, William 
Powell and Constance Bennett, but our 
securing these players has nothing to do 
with any ‘war’.” 


American Films Lead in Norway 


OSLO, Jan. 21.—Receipts of the motion 
picture theaters in Norway during 1930 
exceeded 13,000,000 couronnes. The films 
which garnered the largest sums were 
Rio Rita, which headed the list with 
167,000 couronnes; Love Parade, with 
96,000 couronnes, and Dreyfus, with 
85,000 couronnes. The latter two are 
still being shown in various houses. 


Theater Promotion 


Ernest’ C. Austgen, on the occasion of 
the installation of a new large screen 
in his theater, Loew’s, Dayton, O., re- 
cently broke into the news columns of 
The Dayton Journal, which carried a 
story praising the peculiar qualities of 
the new apparatus. The screen was first 
used for the showing of United Artists’ 
One Heavenly Night. The story stressed 
experimentation which had been going 
on for some time, and Manager Austgen 
held a special private screening before 
placing the screen in use to the public. 
The qualities of the screen, not only in 
corstruction, but in effectiveness of 
projection, relief of eye strain and 
visibility, were pointed out ih the story. 
Also the cost of the installation, after 
exhaustive experimentation, and thoro 
technical research in Dayton and New 
York, made the news values of the story. 
Austgen forwarded the story and details 
to this office to be passed on to other 
exhibitors who might duplicate the 
stunt with their new equipment. 


Near Riot Attends Chaplin 
Film Premiere; Top Is $10 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 31.—The world 
premiere of Charles Chaplin’s City Lights 
at Gumbiner’s Los Angeles Theater last 
night, which ushered into the field of 
entertainment a film which remains 
alone in its class, a major silent produc- 
tion by and with the only remaining 
‘star who has steadfastly refused to talk, 
was attended by a near riot. 

Thousands of spectators who crowded 
into Broadway, between Sixth and Sev- 
enth streets, became sO unruly during 
the arrival of celebrities that every avail- 
able policeman was ordered to the scene 
by 9 p.m., and it was fully an hour 
before any semblance of order before 
the theater was shown by the surging 
multitude. Many of the huge Sunarcs 
and Klieg lights were upset and very few 
of the stars attending the premiere 
reached the theater lobby without dis- 
arranged clothing, hats askew and a 
generally rumpled appearance. 
throngs blocked the street from curb to 
curb for a distance of six blocks and 
it was impossible for ambulances to 
reach the scene where several women had 
fainted. 

Notables from all lines of endeavor 
were present at the opening, outstanding 
among whom were Professor Albert Ein- 
stein and party, who were the guests of 
Chaplin, and Dr. Robert A. Millikan, 
renowned scientist, who reached the the- 
ater entrance with a badly torn coat 
after a tussle with the crowd. 

As for the picture, which is a silent 
so far as dialog pertains, it being syn- 
chronized with music and sound, it is a

typical Chaplin vehicle, and the con- 
census of opinion is that it will be a 
box-office smash. The large orchestra 
and an elaborate stage show, together 
with several shorts, rounded out a pro- 
gram that will make the new house seri- 
ous opposition in the local downtown 
amusement field. 

Seats for the opening reached an apex 
for film premieres, with $10 top being 
charged.

Loew’s Theater, Dayton, O., thru the 
manager, Ernest C. Austgen, and his ex- 
ploitation staff, recently made a neat 
tieup on the showing of Remcte Control, 
A four-way tieup, involving a three- 
fourth-page ad and one-fourth publicity 
copy page in The Dayton Daily News, 
was made between the MGM and Loew’s 
forces, the local dealers of Zenith radio 
remote-control cabinet sets and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. The 
special page carried an eight-column 
streamer announcing the picture, thea- 
ler, play date and Loew's January Fes- 
tival, with two full columns of publicity 
copy on Zenith radios and on stars from 
the picture Remote Control. The lerge 
ad carried a cut of the film star, several 
drawing cuts of the new radio cabinet 


and remote control appliance, and a 
photostatic reproduction of a Western 
Union telegram from the cinema star 


of the production to the theater recom- 
mending the radio set and its new at- 
tachment to his audiences. The page 
was a neatly laid out affair and caused 
considerable comment, attention and in- 
creased receipts. The Whole thing was 
put over as a co-operative advertising 
stunt on cost-sharing basis.

Press sheet on this Mack Sennett Brev- 
ity, Take Your Medicine, featuring Andy 
Clyde, Frankie Eastman and Patsy 
O'Leary, has several prepared newspaper 
stories for use in publicizing the short, 
and besides stressing the cast, points 
out that one feature worth exploiting is 
that the production is done entirely in 
color by the new Sennett process.

Press sheet on this Mack Sennett com- 
edy suggests circularizing mailing list 
with a postcard mailer specially printed 
to imitate written script, mentioning in 
the copy some of the critical comments 
of the film reviewers, received on this 
short subject, gleaned from trade and 
fan publications. Mats and electros for 
these cards have been prepared by the 
Educational exchanges, who are ready to 
supply them as accessories to exhibitors, 
space being left for rubber stamping 
them with the theater and play dates. 
The very unusual fact of an exhibitor 
calling attention to a short subject on 
the program is stressed as a receipt- 
building factor for this stunt, and at 
small cost exhibitors all over the coun- 
try can follow the suggestion to good 
advantage. 


Our Nagging Wives 
(AL CHRISTIE COMEDY) 
(EDUCATIONAL) 


Bridge tally cards and favors as throw- 
aways for special matinee are suggested 
as exploitation for this Educational Pic- 
tures short subject, the exchanges al- 
ready being able to supply them to the 
exhibitor wishing them. The tally cards 
have space available for theater and 
play-date imprinting after they have 
been ordered from the exchanges, and 
to make the stunt more effective a tieup 
can be made with local druggi®ts or per- 
fume dealers for special window displays 
on perfumes with these tally cards at- 
tached, the cards being advertised as 
“perfumed by such-and-such perfume”. 
Another suggestion is to have a local 
artist or cartoonist draw tw6d pictures of 
a man, one with worried look and other 
smiling, labeling each successively be- 
fore and after this nagged husband's 
wife saw Nagging Wives. The blindfolded 
man, head covered with black cheese- 
cloth permitting him to see thru, but 
appearing as tho blindfolded, is sug- 
gested as street ballyhoo, hiring a man 
for the stunt to pick his way thru heavy 
traffic carrying a sign identifying the 
picture, theater and play date. 


The Passion Flower 
(MGM) 

B. A. Griffiths, manager of the Or- 
pheum Theater, Springfield, Ill., recently 
arranged for an extensive exploitation 
campaign en this film. He tied up with 
a local department store for a window 
display, using two large cutouts in the 
form of large roses, superimposed with 
special fashion stills from the picture of 
the two feminine stars and the window 
exhibiting latest displays of gowns and 
sports coats, using also several small 
window cards with theater, picture and 
play date imprinted. The Springfield 
Public Library and its two branches 
distributed more than 3,000 book marks 
imprinted with reading lists and stress- 
ing books by Kathleen Norris, author of 
The Passion Flower. Three fine window 
displays on books were secured with 
local bookstores, each place displaying 
Norris novels with copies of The Passion 
Flower, and also showing specially 
mounted stills from the production with 
theater and play date ‘mprinted. 


Way for a Sailor 
(MGM) 

Charles Raymond, manager of Loew’s 
Midland Theater, Kansas City, Mo., made 
tie-up arrangements with a nationally 
known concern in his exploitation cam- 
paign for the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer pro- 
duction starring John Gilbert, Way for a 
Sailor, directed by Sam Wood. Raymond 
made his tieup with Montgomery Ward 
& Comnany, Chicago, for the employees 
of the latter company’s Kansas City 
branch to use between 4,000 and 5,000 
time cards, specially imprinted with copy 
on the production, theater and playdate, 
these cards used by the employees in 
checking in and out for work, being 
handled by them four times daily. It 
proved to be an interesting and profit- 
able exploitation stunt. Raymond also 
arranged for five window displays on the 
refrigerators and electric cooking stoves 
put out by the General Electric Com- 
pany, all displays being located at promi- 
nent corners thruout the business area. 
The displays carried window cards and 
pictures of Leila Hyams, featured in the 
cast of Way for a Sailor, the photographs 
shown being those of Miss Hyams stand- 
ing beside replicas of the General Elec- 
tric refrigerators and electric stoves. The 
two tieups with nationally known prod- 
ucts resulted in considerable attention 
and increased receipts at the box office. 


Mother’s Cry 
(FIRST NATIONAL) 

One of the most extensive exploitation 
campaigns ever conducted in New Eng- 
land was that recently conceived by M 
Melincoff for his showing of Motler’s 
Cry at Warner's Theater, Lawrence, Mass 
Melincoff had an announcement idea 
made up on red stock to fit over the 
neck of milk bottles, and thru a tieup 
with milk distributors 10,000 of these 
were used on Sunday morning, the day 
the picture opened. Another stunt was 
the offering of prizes for the best mother 
and baby photographs submitted in a 
co-operative newspaper contest, the pic- 
ture being published in the paper with 
special stories on the tieup. Melincoff 
also had 3,000 copies of a poem called 
Mother Love, the gist of which was ap- 
plicable to the story of Mother’s Cry, and 
he had these distributed to a special 
mailing list. Resultant from these stunts, 
Melincoff wired the home office of First 
National that this vehicle had the big- 
gest opening day’s business of any pic- 
ture ever shown in Lawrence. 


Little Caesar 


(FIRST NATIONAL) 

The management of the Warner 
Strand Theater, Albany, N. Y., recently 
put out a special edition of The Albany 
Star to announce the arrival of Little 
Caesar in the city, and they received a 
reaction from the public which carried 
them off their feet. Since newspapers’ 
extras were more or less common, this 
edition was an emergency copy carrying 
heavy Gothic type headlines across the 


front page announcing the arrival of the . 


famous film criminal calling for police 
participation in the stunt. More than 
50,000 copies of the edition were distrib- 
uted on the streets and in homes, and 
telephones were busy in no time asking 
police if the criminal had been arrested. 
Reaction to this was more than bar- 
gained for, crowds assembling around the 
theater making it necessary to give an 
extra midnight show on the opening 
night, and the engagement proved such 
a sensation that midnight shows were 
announced for the balance of the regular 
booking of the film. The power of this 
exploitation stunt can be made just as 
potent as it way in Albany, and the 
beauty of it is that it is not an expen- 
Sive proposition, 


Demonstrating the effectiveness of 
newspaper serialization of the story of 
a picture, if properly published in ad- 
vance of the picture showing, the man- 
agement of the Indiana Theater, Indian- 


apolis, recently made the Hoosier City 
well aware of the picture, theater, play 
date and story by that method. The 
management of the theater placed the 
Serialization of W. R. Burnett's widely 
read novel of gangland, from which Lit- 
tle Cacsar is adapted, with The Indian- 
apolis Times, the story being run on the 
first page of the sporting section and 
hailed as the greatest gangland story 
ever written. Publication of the serial 
was begun two weeks prior to the opening 
of the picture and will not be concluded 
until some time after the picture has 
been started on a run at the theater. 


“Going Wild” 
(FIRST NATIONAL) 

Moe Silver and his West Coast First 
National staff pulled some neat exploita- 
tion on the simultaneous showing of Go- 
ing Wild at the Hollywood and Down- 
town theaters, Los Angeles» recently. In- 
stead of carrying the customary three 
and four-column newspaper ads, Silver 
used strips running the column length, 
specially drawn in reverse process of 
white on black, the series being made 
particularly effective by the humorous 
treatment of copy. The laugh qualities 
of the picture were stressed in the ads, 
and references in the ads requested pa- 
trons to ask for strait-jackets, seat 
straps, etc., if their laughter couldn't be 
restrained while seeing the picture. An- 
other ad, paraphrasing the catchline in 
a popular ad of several seasons ago, “good 
to the last’ drop,” played on the aviation 
theme of the picture, with humorous 
reference to famous flyers of the day and 
the featured star of the picture. Result 
of combined stunts in these ads, run be- 
fore and during the showing, was one of 
the biggest double openings Los Angeles 
has ever seen. 


Criminal Code 
(RKO-RADIO) 

The campaign on RKO-Radio’s vehicle, 
The Criminal Code, in Chicago recently, 
was launched by thé appearance of sev- 
eral large three-column plus ads on the 
picture and run in all of the leading 
newspapers of Chicago. The ads were 
specially laid-out cuts from photographic 
stills, with art drawings centering and 
bordering the ad copy, mentioning the 
admission price and house service policy 
of the RKO State-Lake Theater, high- 
lights of the film story and featured 
stars and cast, and special seal reproduc- 
tion of the RKO Second Anniversary 
Greater Show Month in January. The 
ads were run two days preceding the 
opening of the production at the State- 
Lake, and each attracted a great share 
of attention. Also on the occasion of 
the general release of the picture in Chi- 
cago a playlet form of The Criminal Code 
was broadcast from Station WIBO, which 
radio program was tied up with The 
Chicago American in a contest, with the- 
ater and picture getting plugs over the 
air and followups in the newspaper. In- 
formation on the above campaign was 
forwarded here by George Brown, di- 
rector of RKO advertising and publicity 
in the Western divisions, and is passed 
on to other exhibitors as promotion sug- 
gestions. 


Warner Vitaphone Shorts 


The manager of the Rialto Theater, 
York, Pa., stresses the value of his 
Warner Vitaphone short subjects. He 
has found from experience that they 
draw patrons to see his feature. A re- 
cent handbill issued by the theater for 
one of its January programs lists no less 
than five Vitaphone shorts above the 
feature picture, giving three of them 
equal display with the feature and the 
other half the space devoted to the fea- 
ture. In order to bunch the shorts in 
the handbill “Five Acts of Vitaphone 
Vaudeville” was the title carried over 
the titles of the shorts, listing titles, 
casts and comment on the Warner 
shorts. The shorts program of an ex- 
hibitor ,is too often neglected, but 
shouldn't be, for countless numbers of 
patrons. especially youngsters, come to 
the theater to see nothing else but the 
comedies, novelties and _ short-reelers. 
The Rialto Theater believes in short- 
subject promotion. 
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Sound Shorts 


“One Day” 
(VISUGRAPHIC) 


STYLE—New-type industrial ads. 
TIME—Sizteen minutes, 


One Day is described in program copy 
at the George M. Cohan Theater, New 
York, as “An Epic of a Modern City”, 
and in many ways is further an epic of 
motion ‘pictures. For herein is a film 
which is essentially an advertisement 
and promotion for the advertiser and 
which fits the definition of the purely 
industria] film, yet which has been pro 
duced with all the finesse of the obvious 
featurerlength films made expressly for 
entertainment. The production is one 
which will fit any program and will be 
appreciated by audiences, yet which 
should prove a source of income to the 
exhibitor, and puts over its advertising 
purposes. 

The story of One Day, if it can he 
described as such, is that of the evolu- 
tion of the daily newspaper, from news 
and editorial angles, circulation prob- 
lems and advertising ethics, right down 
to the consumer and reader of the morn- 
ing or evening sheet. The example used 
for putting over the story is The Daily 
Bulletin, evidently a well-known sheet 
in its own territory, but which might 
be any newspaper. The method of en- 
reeling the continuity is in some de- 
lightful and revealing trick camera work, 
double exposures and flash episodes. A 
featuret worthy of consideration by any 
discriminating exhibitor. Cc. G. B. 


“Excuses”

STYLE—Poetic scenic (one reel). 
TIME—Nine minutes. 


Excuses is one of the Robert C. Bruce 
scenics, which in the past have proved 
so popular, a sort of screen reverie with 
one’s own thoughts and philosophies.

Unreeling itself to but 506 feet, this 
latest of Audio Cinema’s animated sound 
cartoons created for Educational by 
Frank Moser and Paul Terry, and one of 
the Térry-Toons scored by Philip A. 
Scheib, has vim, verve, animation and 
sound, each foot of which contains a 
laugh. As in a similar cartoon product 
on the market, the chief character in 
this caricatured story is a mouse and 
his rodent sweetheart, but this goes the

Paramount, New York 


Maurice Chevalier has ample oppor- 
tunity to prove that he is today one of 
the greatest individual draws in motion 
pictures. The inimitable screen star, in 
a solo routine of recently filmed audible 
numbers from his vehicles, packed the 
gigantic Paramount beyond the side- 
walks, with patrons standing for hours 
to glimpse the French idol. He received 
a more enthusiastic ovation and recep- 
tion than perhaps has ever been accord- 
ed to another man at this house. 

Vagabond Trails, an elaborately staged 
and picturesque presentation, and a Bo- 
ris Petroff Publix production built 
around Russian and Gypsy motifs is a 
delightful “live” offering. Russian at- 
mosphere, represented in talent by the 
powerfully appealing Kutzenoff-Nicolina 
Trio, a singing and musical combination, 
balanced evenly with the Gypsy idea in 
the carefree vagabond routine of the 
piece. The trio are admirably assisted 
by the Gypsy Singers, talented 12-girl 
troupe of vocal artists, whose close har- 
monies with the solos of Kutzenoff and 
Nicolina registered solidly. 

Miacahua, well known to vaudeville, of- 
fered an all-too-brief session of her fa- 
miliar tight-wire and loose-strand walk- 
ing. her work fitting the atmosphere ol 
the production nicely and effectively. 
Christy and Nelson, clowning acrobatic 
pair and the laugh-getters of the revue. 
were decisive hots in the burlesqued ac- 
robatics and hand-to-hand work. 

Ray, Realy and Roy, male hoofing trio, 


proved individual knockouts in their 
new, intricate and speedy taps, wings and 
precision dancing. This is one of the 
best stage shows in months, and one of 
the most elaborate and talented. A real 
show of more than high value.

There has always been something in- 
dividual about the Roxy Theater and its 
Stage presentations. If Roxy wants to 
give a free hand to a carnival of fun he 
can do it in such a lavish manner that 
his program holds its own with any 01 
the revue spectacles. 

This week he presents a scene, titled 
The Dancer, which he calls “a humble 
tribute to the memory of Anna Pavlowa, 
one of the greatest artists of the dance.” 
In a scene that is almost religious he 
brings his choral ensemble down the 
stairs into the boxes. Attired in purple 
robes and veils they sing a requiem 
chant. The scene then opens on an im- 
mense outdoor setting that is almost like 
an outdoor cathedral. Here the Roxy 
ballet and Roxyettes, dressed in black 
ballet skirts with scarfs of various shades 
of purple, pose about the scene as the 
strains of Pavlowa’s famous number, The 
Dying Swan, are heard. Truly impres- 
sive is this scene and one that holds you 
in memorable awe. 

The second scene following the Movie- 
tone News is titled Winter Gaities, and 
introduces the entire choral ensemble, 
ballet and Roxyettes in a carnival of fun, 
in which the scenic and costume effects 
beggar description. Nina Polsley and 
Leonide Massine introduce a neat ballet- 
gavotte in this scene, while the Audrey 
Depew Quartet, adagio dancers, three 
men and a girl, thrill with their danger- 
ous and dexterous catches and throws.

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Pulitzer Prize Award Is 


Topic of Broadway Gossip 


Only eight plays now running are eligible—Woods, 
Guild, Miller and Civic Repertory offerings are men- 
tioned—no decision by prize jury until early in spring 


NEW YORK Jan. 31.—The annual premature discussion of the recipient of 
the Pulitzer Prize Play award got under way this week, at which time there were 
but eight eligible works being played on the New York stage, and only three or 


four with any possible chance of selection. 


The fact that any number of new 


Plays may appear between this time and the first of April, when the Pulitzer 


Prize Play Jury will convene, has not 
dismayed Broadway prognosticators, who 
have their own favorites. 

Bach year the Pulitzer Prize is given 
to the best original serious play produced 
during the year on an American theme 
and by an American author. These 
qualifications limit the jury’s choice from 
the present occupants of Broadway thea- 
ters to the following plays: Five-Star 
Final, Midnight, Philip Goes Forth, First 
Night, Pagan Lady, Green Grow the 
Lilacs, Tomorrow and Tomorrow and 
Alison’s House. Of these, only four are 
conceded to have a possibility of receiv- 
ing the coveted prize. Louis Weitzen- 
korn’s Five-Star Final is a hefty produc- 
tion, which got mixed critical notices, 
but which has aroused sufficient interest 
as an indictment of tabloid newspapers 
to merit consideration. The Theater 
Guild’s Green Grow the Lilacs, by Lynn 
Riggs, opened this week and impressed a 
number of people as a drama of 30 years 
ago located in Indian Territory. Tomor- 
row and Tomorrow, Philip Barry’s latest, 
seems a first-class play to some, but 
rather thin material to others. And the 
Civic Repertory Theater’s production of 
Alison’s House, by Susan Glaspell, is a 
very noteworthy dark horse if profes- 
sional gossip is to be credited. 

The Pulitzer jury is not expected to 
have an easy time making the choice 
when it meets early in the spring. One 
particularly striking fact is that none 
of the eligibie plays has received unani- 
mous critical acclaim. The Green Pas- 
tures, which won the Pulitzer prize last 
season, was honored by that phenomenon, 
but Grand Hotel and The Vinegar Tree 
are the only non-musical offerings to 
duplicate that feat this season. Grand 
Hotel is doubly ineligible, because its 
author is a German and it deals with 
foreign characters in Continental sur- 
roundings. The Vinegar Tree is a farce 
comedy and is so ruled out. Private 
Lives and Mrs. Moonlight cannot be con- 
sidered because of their English authors, 
as is the case with On the Spot and The 
Truth Game. That’s Gratitude, The 
Greeks Had a Word for It; Oh, Promise 
Me, and Once in a Lifetime are comic 
or farcical. Announcements of contem- 
plated productions before the spring do 
not offer much promise of further ma- 
terial for the jury to inspect. 


Brown Wins Salary Dispute 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Elmer Brown 
yesterday won his case against Lou Holtz 
and Jack Yellen, producers of You Said 
It, at the American Arbitration Associa- 
tion. Brown was awarded $250 to cover 
three weeks’ salary due him under an 
Equity director's contract. Holtz & Yel- 
len claimed Brown was misrepresented to 
them as a director. Hugh O’Connell 
was the arbiter selected by Brown; Wil- 
liam Wienberger, by Holtz & Yellen, and 
Stanley E. Gunnison, for the association. 


Laura D. Wilck Posts Bond 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31-——A bond has 
been received at Equity from Laura D. 
Wilck to cover salaries of the cast she 
has engaged to play Torch Song in Chi- 
cago, the rights tc which she obtained 
from Arthur Hopkins. Miss Wilck will 
also produce This Is New York, the sec- 
ond Hopkins offering of the season in 
Chicage. Recasting of the piece for Chi- 
cago will begin Monday, when Miss 
Wilck returns from a brief vacation. 


Censor Bill Introduced 
In New York Legislature 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Senator Mas- 
tick, of Westchester, during the past 
week introduced a bill in the New York 
State Legislature providing for State 
censorship of plays, in the same general 
manner as the movies. Censorship, if 
the bill should go thru, would be under 
the supervision of the department of 
education, and in the hands of a direc- 
tor and staff nppointed by the State 
Board of Regents. 

The director would pass judgment on 
all plays before they were staged, and his 
decision could—and in most cases prob- 
ably would—be appealed to the Board of 
Regents. 

In addition, all plays scheduled for 
New York would have to pay $25 for 
licensing, and an additional $15 if they 
intended to take to the road. The only 
penalty for bad findings on the part of 
the censor would be revocation of license. 

Senator Mastick said that the bill was 
aimed at words, lines, actions, or cos- 
tumes that are immoral or inciting to 
crime. He added that only 10 of the 
plays now on Broadway are on the white 
list of the Church and Drama League. 

Equity officials say that the best way 
of fighting the bill is to suggest some 
alternative measure wherein the censor- 
ship would come from within. 

Evan John S. Sumner, of the Society 
for the Suppression of Vice, is unde- 
cided as to what stand to take. His or- 
ganization has been the main support- 
er of the Wales law, which the present 
bill would supersede. 


“Student Prince” Revival Opens 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31—The Shuberts’ 
revival of The Student Prince opened 
bere Thursday, with a number of the 
original cast filling their former roles. 
Present cast includes Edward Nell, Jr.; 
Elizabeth Gergely, George Hassell, Lucy 
Monroe and Adolph Link. The produc- 
tion is being made under the supervision 
of Sigmund Romberg, its author. 


‘Truex Back With Weber 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—L. Lawrence 
Weber has begun casting on Napi, a new 
play which will contain Ernest Truex. 
The title is short for Napoleon the Sec- 
ond, under which name the comedy was 
first presented in Germany. It is the 
work of Julius Berstl and has been 
adapted to the American stage by Brain 
Marlow. Truex will also stage the play, 
which goes into rehearsal next week. 


Morgan, Lillie in ‘Little Show’? 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31. — Wiman’ and 
Weatherley are signing principals for 
their Third Little Show, which they ex- 
pect to put into rehearsal next week. 
They are trying for either Helen Morgan 
or Beatrice Lillie as. the star, and as 
featured players J. C. Flippen, Carl Ran- 
dall and Walter O'Keefe. Show scied- 
uled to open in Boston some time in 
April.

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Qld Racket Still Worked 
By Times Square Ushers 


Passes can still be bought in haberdasheries and drug 
stores — storekeepers, doormen and ushers split three 
ways—prices scale is $1.50 for $5.50 shows 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—An ancient racket of the theater ushers in the Times 
Square district is still in full swing in this year of grace 1931. It is the old three- 


way split, wherein the head usher and 


the doorman of the theater work with 


some shopkeeper in the immediate vicinity. The shopkeeper, at a fraction of the 
box-office price, sells the would-be theater customer a slip of paper bearing some 


cryptic and usually illegible dign. The 
customer hands this to the doorman, who 
passes him, and an usher tgkes him to 
the best available empty seats. If the 
legitimate ticket holders happen to 
come in late, the usher whispers con- 
fidentially that he is taking care of some 
friends of his, and conducts the late- 
comers to what he calls better seats than 
their own. They usually turn out to be 
the first empty seats that come handy. 

Any number of haberdasheries, drug 
stores and novelty counters in the Times 
Square district are thus carrying on a 
thriving trade. Actors who are working 
on salary cuts due to bad business are 
often surprised to find their houses al- 
most three-quarters full, in spite of poor 
box-office statements. It is estimated 
that sometimes almost 150 people are 
handled by the doormen and ushers at a 
single performance, 

All of this goes on without the knowl- 
edge of the box-office men or the com- 
pany manager. There seems to be no 
way of stopping it, short of having the 
company manager stand by the door and 
check the regular doorman. 

The prices charged by the countermen 
vary, and $1.50 will usually get you good 
seats at a $5.50 show, and the scale 
varies proportionately. Profits are split 
three ways, equally, by the storekeeper 
or clerk, the theater doorman and the 
usher.

Departments Reorganizing 


Five employees slated to go—Mark Luescher to serve 
as public relations counsel—Jack J. Hess, E. M. Orowitz 
and Ben Serkowich in line for important posts 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—While official verification is not yet forthcoming, it has 
been learned from what are believed to be thoroly reliable sources that the RKO 
publicity and exploitation departments are in the throes of the most extensive 
reorganization since the Radio family took over the circuit more than two years ago. 
The utmost secrecy surrounds all preparations for the revamping of the various 


bureaus, nominally headed by Mark A. 
Luescher, but it is known that the cir- 
cuit’s executive committee has been 
meeting the last two weeks with a re- 
organization of this branch in view. The 
process vill be less of a shakeup than a 
reorganization, with not more than five 
employees altogether, and most of these 
in lesser capacities, slated to go under 
present plans. 

The basis of the reorganization will 
be to better co-ordinate the work of the 
various bureaus. As far as is known 
Luescher will remain in his post as 
national director of publicity, but this 
will not take in a direct surveillance of 
the various wings ordinarily thrust into 
this category. Luescher will serve as a 
public relations counsel, more or less, 
representing the circuit on important 
contact matters and devoting a good 
part of this time to the publicity angles 
of the radio department headed by Mil- 
ton A. Schwarzwald and supervised by 
James H. Turner, assistant to President 
Hiram S. Brown. 


Report has it that Jack J. Hess, 
brought here from Chicago several 
months ago, will head one of the two 
departments in which the whole press 
force will be divided. Hess will be ad- 
vertising chief, and in this post will be 
in charge of about half of the present 
staff. Besides being the responsible head 
of all advertising for RKO, Hess also will 
handle all advertising and publicity de- 
tails of the cirtuit’s five so-called de 
luxe houses here, the Hippodrome, 
Cameo, Globe, Palace and Mayfair. It 
is not known now what changes will be 
made in the staff to conform with this 
new setup. 

E. M. Orowitz, national exploitation 
contact man for Joseph Plunkett, is said 
to be slated as head of the publicity 
half of the reorganized office. He will 
supervise the balance of the staff and 
will also include theater promotion and 
exploitation in his field. Ben Serkowich, 
now on the Coast on a special mission 
for Plunkett, will have an important 
post in the new lineup, but his exact 
Status has not yet been determined. 
Serkowich's present title is director of 
special sales promotion. 

While denials are general in the RKO 
office, it has nevertheless been ascer- 
tained that meetings devoted solely to 
the reorganization problem were held 
several times last week. These were 
attended by Plunkett, Herman Zobhel, 
E. M. Glucksman and Nate Blumberg, 
Plunkett’s assistant. For the last sev- 
eral months there has been talk of a 
reorganization of the publicity, adver- 
tising and exploitation forces. The prin- 
cipc! fault with the present arrangement 
is the lack of proper co-ordination and 
failure to place definite responsibility on 
a single head. It is likely that the 
complete details of the new lineup will 
be released officially later this week. 


Beginning this Wednesday (February 
4), co-ordination meetings will be held 
weekly in Joseph Plunkett’s office. These 
will be attended by Nate Blumberg, 
E. M. Glucksman, Major L. E. Thompson, 
Dave Canavan, Mark A. Luescher, Jack 
J. Hess and E. M. Orowitz. These rep- 
resent the heads of the various Eastern 
departments coming directly under 
Plunkett's supervision. _The co-ordina- 
tion meeting idea as a regular procedure 
is a new one in RKO.

Three Loew presentation houses were 
opened shortly before the 175th Street, 
but one of these, the Pitkin, went into a 
vaudefilm policy last summer, another 
the Kings, went straight pictures, while 
the Paradise is still using units. 

Moskowitz, in discussing the opening 
of the Tri-Boro, said that the fact it is 
opening with vaudeville is no indication 
one way or.the other of the circuit’s 
stand on “flesh”. 

The house will seat 3,000 and is lo- 
cated at Steinway and Vanderventer ave- 
nues. The nearest house to it is Loew's 
Astoria, which runs straight pictures. No 
vaudeville houses are in its vicinity.

LL DOUBT is dispelled about Fox be. 
ing on the right track in the re- 
organization of its theater circuit by 

a Careful reading of the official report of 
the last monthly meeting of the Eastern 
division. The portions of the report that 
illustrate the wholesome, constructive 
outlook ofeHarry Arthur, general man- 
ager under Harley L. Clarke and Oscar 
S. Oldknpw, follow: 


“Based on these inspections (of three 
main office departments), records will be 
kept on every manager for the purpose 
of determining which men are to be kept 
in mind for promotion. For this reason 
you had better assume fully the re- 
sponsibility that is given you. These 
visits from home office representatives 
will keep managers, no matter how far 
from New York, from feeling ‘lost’, for- 
gotten or neglected. 

“There isn’t going to be anything secret 
or underhanded about these inspections. 
When a home office representative comes 
to your theater he will always make his 
presence known. You have the right*to 
accompany him on this inspection. You 
also have the right to discuss anything 
and everything with him. But keep one 
thing in mind: Whatever he tells you 
will be in the way of suggestions. You 
can act on those suggestions as you see 
fit. But the responsibility lies with -you. 


“If you are in doubt as to the sincerity 
of the promise that these inspections 
will not be secret or underhanded you 
will get ample proof to the contrary. 
The reports that the main office repre- 
sentatives make will be sent to the gen- 
‘eral manager, but your division manager 
will get copies of them and so will you. 
In this manner you will know just what 
has been reported about you and your 


operation. 
“And that isn’t all. These reports will 
be specific. They won’t merely say that 


your advertising is poor or that your 
house is dirty. They will tell just why 
your advertising is faulty and will name 
the particular part of your house that 
needs cleaning. On the favorable side 
they will be just as specific. If your lay- 
outs are good the general manager will 
be told and will know why they are good. 
If you have done something to improve 
your projection, the general manager will 
be told that, too. So, also, with other 
things in your theater. 

“You are going to get more help as 
well as more intensive supervision from 
your division manager. He must make 
himself familiar with your operation and 
must get an appreciation of your prob- 
lems. If this means he must stay in 
your house a whole day or even longer he 
will do it.” 

One need not be a Sherlock Holmes to 
deduct that Fox wants no rubber-stamp 
managers, condemns spying and mean- 
ingless generalizations, and believes firm- 
ly in the principle of promoting from the 
ranks. 


UST as we forecast, Loew is becoming 

more vaudeville minded. It will put 

a vaudefilm policy into the Triboro 
Theater, Astoria, and this marks the first 
time in several seasons that Loew has 
chosen to add to its vaudeville time thru 
a new house. If business fails to hold 
up the Triboro will go the way of most 
of Loew's weak sisters last season. But 
it is inconceivable that the Astoria house 
will not find a ready public for “flesh”. 
Loew is not opposed to favoring straight 
films as against “flesh” on general prin- 
ciples. Loew looks at the situation as 
one expects of a business organization. 
The public is making its cry for “flesh” 
entertainment heard. And it will not be 
long before Loew and other circuits re- 
spond. The clouds are slowing their 
silver lining.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Bill Howard's so-called Mid-Western Time, which is from 
the salary angle the classiest column in domestic vaudeville, mirrors clearly the 
changes that have come about in a season in styles of act buying and spotting. 
What holds generally for Howard's topnotch book applies more or less to other 
columns in the RKO office; also on the outside to books that represent substantial 


salaries. Indie bookers buying acts for a 
song and chiseling without an eye to 
the future of themselves or their field 
are excluded. These do not buy acts far 
enough in advance to follow any definite 
trend in spotting or in the type of mate- 
rial they use. With most of them any- 
thing will do and put up in any package 
so long as it serves their immediate 
needs. 

Altho Howard is pursuing a policy of 
using five acts uniformly, certain of his 
new spotting methods apply to the four. 
act intacts booked over the cOast-to- 
coast route by Sam Tishman. There is 
no longer such an item as an opening 
act in the Howard booking routine. So- 
called opening acts have gone out with 
character comedians and sketches. The 
opening spot on a Howard-booked show 
might be one of the two headliners in 
the layout. Variably it is an act of the

Classical. A medley of old tunes accom- 
panied by a film trailer went over big, 
and for an encore a new piece, Dance of 
the Raindrops, made an ideal finale. 
The girls received the biggest hand of 
the afternoon. 

Trixie Friganza is back with her same 
old line, which is becoming threadbare. 
Comedy weak. Has a few new Austin 
jokes. Received a fair hand. 

Closing the bill was Milton Berle— 
“good old Milton”. He works hard, but 
for the first half of his interminably 
long session gets scant results. Punning 
is his weakness. He has gathered to- 
gether the finest collection of ancient 
puns extant and scatters them over- 
liberally.

Flippen is not always seen to advantage, but Baker fares better in the 
paired emseeisms. Rather cruel making a pair of gabby boys compete all the way 
thru thusly; that is, cruel to them, but a boon to the show. This serving of enter- 
tainment will bring them in and send them home happy. Cleverly spotted and 
even at this first show so well timed that the exit march was played ciose to 
schedule, despite a leisurely intermission and plenty of ad libbing sandwiching the 
official innings. The Palace can use Baker and his plant a third week, and a 
holdover wouldn’t be a bad idea for Helen Morgan either. . 


WILLIE MAUSS was the first at bat in his “death wheel” thriller. He got 
plenty of applause making 14 complete revolutions on a bike in the inside rim of 
a gigantic; balanced wheel. The world-renown novelty is nicely lighted. 


PAUL SYDELL AND SPOTTY filled the deuce spot with canine acrobatics. 
Sydell acts as understander thru his deft hands for the balancing feats of the 
billed terrier. Not a few of the stunts pulled by the brilliant dog would be a 
colossal achievement for a human. After the loudly-applauded bows, Sydell 
brought out another terrier for similar stunts in comedy style. The trio went 
off on the wings of a near show-stop. 


JANETTE HACKETT is now billed as a creative Gancer and easily earns the 
distinction by the artistry displayed in putting together the latest of her flash 
efforts. The atmospheric dancing packs a punch that is unrelenting, and the 
total effect is enhanced by the work of a strong support. Miss Hackett is always 
to the fore in the several novel numbers and Wally Davis interpolates the action 
with forceful warbles. Some clever ideas here, both in costumes and setting. The 
programed cast comprises Ted Wheeler, George Clidd, Leah Lewis, Connie Girard, 
Elsie Thorn, Dolores Distacio, Al Swope end Loretta Fisher. An undisputed 
show-stop. 

JAY C. FLIPPEN disposed of his aborted act in the third spot, but not before 
indulging in typical Palace clowning with Phil Baker. Sans blackface and fed by 
a blond miss effecting a light stooge, Flippen kept them amused with comment and 
business. Then came blackout number one of the show, with Baker supplying the 
sight sock. 

HELEN MORGAN got a great buildup from Baker after he and Flippen poked 
some fun at the Osborn-Vallee feud in an apron scene. Miss Morgan walked to 
her piano-top seat, via an ovation. She served out her delish dish of My Pal 
Left Me sobbies to an audience that would have gladly listened to more than the 
six delivered. At the tail end the first and second comics of this classy burly show 
helped dispel the Morganistic gloom with clowning that clicked all the way. 

MORTON DOWNEY, which opened the second half, is linked for this date with 
that splendiferous dancing couple, Barbara Bennett and Charles Sabin. Also in 
this class-packed offering is Leon Belasco and his Club Delmonico Orchestra of 
seven arty strings. Downey was in great voice and in no sense niggardly in the 
number of warbles offered. The Bennett and Sabin team do slow-paced numbers 
of great beauty, topping off their fine performance with a faster routine, while 
Downey accompanies.

A conscientious booker ‘welcomes a film 
that takes care of the draw, thus leaving 
hirn free to concentrate on providing acts 
that entertain. Such might well have 
been the case with this show. Winnie 
Lightner’s Life of the Party is on the 
screen and the four “flesh” spots are 
filled by punchy items. Using a big girl 
band flash in the deuce spot is an un- 
precedented thing for this house, but it 
worked out admirably. Business barely 
Over capacity for the fourth turnover. 

Pickfords and O’Day have a hodge- 
podge of stunting, which they socked 
over with a big wallop in the opening 
frame. Of the three clever boys working 
in a restaurant setting, one supplies 
comedy as a white-faced waiter; the 
other two are gobs. Plenty of juggling, 
object balancing and fluke surprises by 
the comicker. After taking bows to 
loud applause with a contorting bit by 
one of the gobs, the other let pande- 
monium loose by a somersault over the 
orchestra pit from an aisle to the stage. 

The Tam O’Shanters, aggressively-led 
girl band, might have found it a little 
cold coming on in the deuce spot, but 
snapped into it with a vim. The act can 
stand plenty of fixing, but its good 
points overshadow the remediable faults. 
Weak on arrangements and purely 
technical display, but there’s pep and 
personality galore. Besides the versatile 
leader and 10 musicians there is a trio 
of tap-dancing girls, one of whom does 
a brief, sock warble. Act is nicely 


mounted. 
Harry Howard broke the gab fest with 
his superabundance of hoke, coarse 


witticisms and eye relief thru the step- 
ping of a svelte girl assistant. Howard 
owns a clever stooge who works mostly 
from the pit equipped with grotesque 
ear pieces. His clever bit with the dog 
had to be cut to make way for the 
Sunday grind here. But the act clicked 
okay. 

Oklahoma Bob Albright had everything 
his own way. He gathered them to him 
with a baritonic treatment of Old Man 
River, and then came deft clowning, an- 
other warble and stories. One of his 
two girl pianists sings and dances. She 
has an ingratiating personality and 
shapes up like a million dollars working 
along with the booming cowboy. For 
the sock a mite of a colored lad is sum- 
moned out for a beaut of a hoofing ses- 
sion. This boy stopped the show as no 
act has done in the four years we have 
been catching this house. They didn't 
stop applauding until five minutes after 
the house was darkened for sound 
trailers.

RKO Intact No. 29 


(Reviewed at the Chester, Bronz, Wednes- 
day Evening, January 28) 

A unit bill that depends only upon 
the “name” value of the Weaver Brothers 
and the comedy in their combo act. 
With that set aside, its faults are as 
obvious as a flat tire. Speed is one item 
that is missing thruout, with the bill 
running 75 minutes, or about 10 min- 
utes too long, which makes the former 
appear worse. About three minutes 
could be lopped off the opening novelty 
and the rest from the rustic turn, but as 
that was not done at the Madison, Brook- 
lyn, it is taken for granted the bill will 
play the way it was caught here thruout 
the RKO tour. The two acts playing 
along with the Weaver Brothers, James 
Evans and Company and Donovan Girls 
and Bishop, do not allow for much of a 
production angle, as well as not providing 
an item sorely missed—fast dancing. The 
lighting for each act has been improved 
upon, but that is about all the fixing 
that was done. 

James Evans and Company come on 
for a good foot-juggling act after the 
musical leader with the Weaver Brothers 
paces the pit band thru Arkansas 


Traveler as guest conductor. Evans, who 
is assisted by a prop-handling woman, 
does well’ by colored balls, barrel, bed 
and what looks like a huge iron cross. 
The time he takes up for bows in be- 
tween props should be sliced, regard- 
less of whether he is in an intact or 
spot-booked show. Enough, anyhow, to 
trim his 10 minutes to seven. 

Donovan Girls and Bishop were well 
liked here for their trio, duo and solo 
singing, which takes up 12 minutes. The 
only cut that can come in their act is 
the high-kick dance, but, then again, 
that is the only semblance of speed in 
the entire bill. On looks, these girls 
and boy will impress everywhere and 
their vocalizing is not the type that 
dies, altho their reception has differed 
on the three occasions this reviewer 
has seen them. 

Weaver Brothers and Elviry are doing 
their standard rustic comedy, singing 
and home-made instrumentalizing on the 
apron before the annunciators change to 
Home Folks and they bring on their rela- 
tives from the Arkansas hills. It would 
be something of a shame to cut their act 
as everything done counts in entertain- 
ment, sight and ear comedy. Elviry’s 
talk and song and chorus line provided 
the most laughs here, with Cicero’s bash- 
fulness and the group of male relatives 
and friends running neck and neck for 
second place. Abner, as usual, is doing 
the pacing as well as playing the freak 
instruments. He is perfect, if only for 
his naive buildup of Cicero’s handsaw 
playing. The act stands in a class by 
itself. 

The Truth About Youth was on the 
screen here and business was good.

(Reviewed Monday Evening, January 26) 


First of the six-act bills since the 
seven and ten-turn bargain bills were 
dropped did an average Monday night's 
business. Running time was 78 minutes 
against the two hours and more of the 
lengthier layouts, and the auditors were 
warm to each act. Comedy was heavy, 
but this did not mean other phases of 
entertainment were neglected. One 
fault still remains at the Hamilton, the 
pit leader’s introduction of the overture. 
Not overburdened with personality, he 
makes things worse by stumbling over 
his lines. He should be given a memory 
course, or let the annunciators do the 
necessary telling of what the musicians 
are going to play. The Criminal Code 
was on the screen. 

Walter Nillson opened with his trick 
bike and freak laugh novelty and scored 
here more on comedy than on the bicy- 
cle work. He was sent off to a big hand 
after a succession of stunts on one- 
wheel vehicles. 

McDonald and Paradise came on with 
parodies and song, but can attribute 
the near show-stop to their hoofing 
alone. The word material serves as 
minor introductions for their excellent 
dancing, which comes both in solo and 
duo. 

Netta Packer scored heavily in the trey 
spot. Miss Packer is one of those singers 
who gets by on delivery and what can be 
termed as a sock opening. The latter 
entails one of the pit musicians taking 
a shot at her while she is hoking thru 
Sweet Mystery of Life. Two song spe- 
cials in her repertoire are beauts. 

Dalton and Craig furnished the all- 
talk comedy for the bill and were a 
laugh from start to finish. The majority 
of this mixed team’s gags deserved the 
returns, but there are times when punch 
lines are slow in coming. 

Pickard’s Syncopators, an old act with 
a new cast, tied the show into a knot. 
This was an unusual spot for them, 
but the bill’s content forced it. Joe 


Wong, formerly with Chinese Shor Boat, 
and a acrobat dancer brougi:t on 
the big sendoff. They are backed by a 
seven-male string band, some of whom 
hoof and sing. 

Earl Faber and Company showed much 
improvement since iast caught and 
wound up the show with a flock of com- 
edy.

Four Australians, three girls and a 
male, were the only mediocre vehicle on 
the bill. A small-time dance and nov- 
ety affair with little merit. They drew 
a good hand at the bows, however. 

Billy M. Green and Clifford registered 
laughs by the minute with their line of 
hoke comedy. Green takes many nasty 
falls while clowning with his comely, 
red-haired partner, who foils superbly. 
For the finish the athletic Green nearly 
commits mayhem on the fair one, pum- 
meling her with some stinging wallops 
and then hurling her bodily thru the 
drop.

The novel operatic burlesque idea 
is revived in this edition of Gracella 
and Theodore’s flash contribution to 
vaudeville. One of the supporting girls 
is in a cat’s head on a fence, and a man 
impergonates a dog in a window insert. 
They dabble around with standard opera 
tunes, accentuating certain tones for 
comedy effect. The finale is set in a 
jungle exterior, with a thatched hut as 
center piece. Gracella ts attacked by a 
pair of gorillas and rescued by Theodore. 
For the curtain sock she climbs up the 
side of the hut and makes a 10-foot 
leap into the hero’s arms. 

The act got rousing applause in the 
deuce spot here.

Stock Promoters Have Good 
Pick of Chorus, Principals 


Experienced choristers not a necessity—novices avail- 
able at record lows—resulting in better material, too— 


undistinguished principals 


at half of standard salaries 


NEW YORK, Feb..2.—With stock looming as the backbone of what will be 
left of burlesque for the remainder of the season, certain elements of the situa. 


tion are rather bright for the operators 


talent available to them at practically 


One of these is the bumper crop of 
their own salaries. Choristers with a 


wealth of experience in stage and runway work can now be had as low as $18. 


Certain stock companies are paying a bit 
over this figure, these going in heavy for 
beauts when they have opposition to 
contend with. The highest chorus figure 
known in stock, however, is $25. This 
is 65 lower than the circuit average. 


The chorus problem is no longer a 
problem. Stock promoters ere aware of 
the dancing craze that has swept the 
country thru the growth of public dance 
halls, dance schools and the like. In 
any locality an unlimited number of girls 
without extensive stage experience and 
without a professional background are 
available at salaries far lower than the 
figures quoted. Since these girls live 
home, their weekly expense is less, and 
this has its effect on their salary require- 
ments. 

Stock promoters are stressing their 
choruses more and more, heeding the old 
burlesque maxim: “A good chorus hides 
a multitude of sins.” Any well-formed 
girl with a pleasing face and average in- 
telligence can qualify for a burly chorus 
according to present standards. About 
two weeks of training is all that is neces- 
sary to place girls of this type on a level 
with experienced line girls. And the 
saving in salaries is well worth the effort 
exerted in the training process. A girl 
answering to the formula and who knows 
her right foot from the left is ready after 
the training period to take her place in 
line. 

While working hardships among the 
chorines eliminated by the closing of 
citcuit shows, the superfiuity of line 
talent will make for a better selection in 
the stock houses springing up all over 
the country. Due to the barrage of talkie 
revues, even burlesque fans have come 
to demand a better type of chorus girl 
than they have been accustomed to see 
in past seasons. This is beginning to 
tell in stock companies around New York, 
where choruses are younger, better look- 
ing and more delicate in aspect than in 
former days. 


The stock promoters are not beset with 
a casting problem even as regards prin- 
cipals. Burly comedians who deserted 
the wheel ranks seasons ago for vaude- 
ville are now on the available lists again. 
The talking women, strip-teasers and 
other female principals are also available 
to promoters a reasonable figure— 
from the promoter’s standpoint. Prin- 
cipals in the $175 class are now being 
signed or already working in stock at 
about half this figure. And most of 
them are glad to get it. Competition is 
keen among stock bosses for comics and 
others of unusual ability, this resulting 
possibly in a better rate for the few in

ITH the report from the Sun office 
that it has just succeeded in sign- 
ing the Sidney Lust chain of 

houées for tabloid attractions, tabloid 
performers again heve something to be- 
come elated over. They have heard simi- 
lar reports in the past, and have seen 
them dashed on the rocks. But this one 
seems to be the real stuff. In fact, Bill 
Leicht informs that he has already re- 
ceived contracts from Bob Shaw, of the 
Sun office, for six weeks in the Lust 
houses. That looks like the report is 


really something substantial. 
. , .

Bob Shaw is convinced that tabloid 
shows are coming back. So certain is he 
that he is giving up the idea of trying 
to place the shows by mail. Instead 
he is making a trip thru the Eastern 
territory to call upon the house mane 
agers personally. And so certain is he 
that he will get results, that he an- 
nounces he hopes to have 15 towns lined 
up by the time he returns to his Spring- 
field, O., headquarters in about 10 days. 

It is only by personal contact that the 
house managers can be made to realize 
that tabloid attractions, in conjunction 
with sound films, is a profitable policy, 
if properly presented. Managers cannot 
be sold by mail or telephone. It takes 
direct salesmanship and _ considerable 
table-pounding to sell anything rth- 
while. Bob Shaw has long realized that. 
He has long been aware of the fact that 
it takes personal contact to sell tabloid 
shows, just as it does to sell an auto- 
mobile or any other piece of mer- 
chandise, but he has been kept at his 
desk by his superiors. If Bob could de- 
vote more time on the road, we feel that 
he could do wonders. We have seen him 
work, and know what he is capable of. 


F YOU have an offer from a manager 

and are contemplating joining his 

show, investigate first and find out 
something about the manager and the 
attraction you are joining up witl. The 
same holds good for show managers. If 
you are planning on bringing on new 
people, inquire around and find out 
something about them. By doing this 
the managers and performers can save 
themselves a great deal of trouble and 
inconvenience. 

Each week the writer receives a letter 
from some performer complaining of the 
treatment received on a certain show, 
or from a manager, relating what a 
great disappointment a certain performer 
proved to be. We know what it would 
mean if we started to print such com- 
plaints on the tabloid page each week. 
In a short time we would be literally 
flooded with such complaints. Before 
long, a page that was meant to be used 
for news of the tabloid field would be 
turned into what might be termed a 
calamity column. Much of the cause 
for these complaints could easily be 
avoided if the folks will use a little 
judgment in joining a show or hiring 


people.

The cast has remained practically the 
same since their opening in Cordele, Ga., 
last April.

The Billroy company is the only 
“flesh and blood” entertainment in Flor- 
ida, with the exception of night-club 
entertainment Few carnivals are stil 
going, but most of them have closed. 
The show has had a mixture of good, 
bad and infferent weather and has lost 
only done day since the opening, with 
the exception of a three-day layoff be- 
fore Christmas. 

Stuart, Fla., has been the only “bloom- 
er” so far. Terrible weather, opposition 
and a smal] town made a combination 
that was practically impossible to com- 
bat, and, as a result, the date wag a 
total blank. Sebring and Hollywood were 
only fair. Other stands have been from 
good to phenomenal. 

At present the show is playing Fort 
Lauderdale for two weeks or longer. 
Business there is good in spite of chain- 
theater opposition and antagonism. The 
public, as a whole, however, is with the 
show. At every stand the company 
battling talking pictures and putting in 
a boost for the “return of the flesh” and 
getting results. 

“Billy” Van Allen continues to please 
in the main show, and Cal West still 
holds them in for the concerts. The 
show is now in its 43d week of the sea- 
son, and there is no end in sight. Bill- 
roy’s Comedians may play all new ter- 
ritory next season and not even rehearse 
a new play. They have more towns 
booked in Florida than they can possibly 
play and already have canceled numer- 
ous contracts. 

“Fishing in Florida is great,” Manager 
Wehle advises, “and good times and good 
business make a wonderful combination 
for a company that does ane show a 
day and no Sundays. Everyone on the 
show is happy and looking forward to 
another 43 weeks and then some, with- 
out a layoff. 

“We have fought our own battles down 
here without the assistance of anyone, 
but my pocketbook. As Ripley would 
Say, “believe it or not”, ‘this has been 
the biggest season I have had in the 
six years that I have had my show out. 

“Jimmy” Heffner and wife, Beatrice; 
“Jimmy, Jr.” and Mother Vinson have 
paid the show several visits from their 
winter home in Gould, Fla... where 
Jimmy is seriously engaged in the busi- 
ness or raising beans. From all reports 
he has been very successful. 

While in Central Florida Billy Wehle 
and wife renewed friendships with Bill 
and Doris Dougherty, who are now living 
in Fort Meade, where Bill has a 70-acre 
cabpage farm. 


“We hear ‘hard times’ down here just 
the same as one hears them in the 
North,” Manager Wehle says. “Don't let 
anyone get the impression that if they 
come to Florida they will get rich. How- 
ever, there is room for any meritorious 
attraction, and I am glad to take this 
opportunity of telling fellow showmen 
where there is a little money, as I have 
no idea of trying to ‘hog’ the situation. 
There is room down here for everyone 
who has a good show and plenty of 
auspices to play under.

N THE current issue of The Theater 

Guild Magazine, Elizabeth Corbett, 

Milwaukee author, says: “For the 
first time since the premiere in 1853, 
there is now not a single company any- 
where playing Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” In 
other words, Miss Corbett would have us 
believe that after a run of 78 years— 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin has at last passed out 
of the picture. 


Under date of January 28, The Wis- 
consin News, of Milwaukee, comments 
editorially on Miss Corbett’s declaration. 
It states, in part, as follows: 


“To the middle-aged citizens it seems 
only the other day that ‘Tom shows’ 
were still playing in every part of our 
Northern country, in halls and under 
canvas. But their decline has been 
steady and their extinction was bound 
to come. 


“The growing sophistication of the 
public, the popularity of the movies, 
and now the widespread depression, 
have all done their share to put this 
classic of the American stage out of 
business. 


“Never again, except in brief revivals, 
will Eliza cross the ice pursued by the 
furious bloodhounds; never again will 
Simon Legree crack his blucksnake; Law- 
yer Marks raise his disreputable umbrel- 
la; Uncle Tom be lashed to death, or 
Little Eva enter the Golden Gates. 


“Thus passes a play which once exer- 
cised a profound influence on the publie 
mind toward the abrogation of slavery; 
which, because of its essential dramatic 
vitality, became an American stage insti- 
tution, and eventually crystallized into 
a hard and unalterable dramatic con- 
vention. And with it passes an acting 
profession which was a clan apart from. 
the rank and file of theatrical perform- 
ers. Of later years, to be once a “Tom- 
mer’ was to remain a “‘Tommer’. You 
might be born into the ranks, but you 
rarely left them.” 


We do not mean to take issue with 
Miss Corbett’s statement that “there is 
now not a single company anywhere 
playing Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” but we 
cannot agree with The Wisconsin News’ 
declaration that “Uncle Tom is dead at 
last”. It may be possible that there 
are no “Tom” shows on the road at the 
present time, but even that is doubtful. 
It is hard to believe that somewhere in 
this big country there is not at present 
at least one company playing “Tom” 
exclusively, either under canvas or in 
houses. 


Last summer saw at least a dozen 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin companies on tour 
under canvas. In fact, one of them, 
Harvell’s “Tom” show, piloted by “Veto” 
Valentine, enjoyed the best season in 
the history of the organization. It 
played thru the Pacific Northwest, 
which, strange to relate, is still virgin 
territory for the old play. And, we have 
it straight from Manager “Veto” Valen- 
tine that the company will go out again 
in that territory this coming spring and 
summer. There is no doubt but that 
the other “Tom” organizations will fol- 
low suit in their respective territories. 


Uncle Tom’s Cabin, like the showboats, 
has enjoyed increased popularity in the 
last few years, especially among the 
sophisticated public, that is the big city 
folks. They still enjoy the old piece, 
not so much for the sheer entertainment 
that it offers, but rather for the novelty 
that it holds. 


Uncle Tom’s Cabin may be on the 
decline, and after a run of 78 years it 
has a right to be. But it is far from 
dead. It will be out under canvas agai” 
this coming season, and for many m<¢.@ 
seasons to come.

834-seater. House has an intimate at- 
mosphere, but the skimpy width of the 
stage fails to do justice to the aug- 
mented line. Tho grabbing entire credit 
for staging and conception, Levitt needs 
a wide-awake book producer. Even for 
this locale. Little that is outstanding 
in the comedy scenes; in this feature 
the material is as much to blame as the 
principals. The few settings on view are 
bright and clean, but there are not 
enough of them; neither are they very 
original in design. One backdrop with 
a star motif does service for about 10 
scenes. 

The obvious emphasis here is on strip- 
teasing numbers, and in these most of 
the girl principals do service. The pro- 
longation of teasing encores testifies to 
some extent the flimsiness of the bill’s 
book. Edna Robie, ingenue prim, and 
Syd Burke, soubret, are handed the heav- 
lest teasing jobs. Miss Robie has much 
grace and that peculiar brand of show- 
manship that makes a teaser a high- 
light. The Burke girl, who is a dazzling 
blonde, is a dynamo of energy. It might 
be said verily that a good number of 
her show-stops were earned On other 
points than the demand for further 
stripping. 

Hattie Beal is a corking talking woman 
who works hardest of her colleagues in the 
scenes. Also a decided blonde of hefty 
proportions. Edith Kearns and Thelma 
Gleason complete the girl contingent. 
Miss Gleason does some degree of legiti- 
mate stepping. Strictly a type, but one 
not hard to take to. She wears her hair 
in a takeoff on the Valeska Suratt coif- 
fure. 

Scottie Friedell, Sid Rogers and Char- 
lie Baker are the comic trio and rate 
about equal in scene assignments. 
Friedell is a putty-nosed sap, Rogers 
does a fair Dutch, and Baker is weakest 
as a Hebe. Both Friedell and Baker 
appeared to be suffering at the bill 
caught from vocal handicaps, probably 
colds. Their deliveries did not carry far, 
and Baker’s sock lines were often devoid 
of sock. Which might or might not be 
the fault of the book producer. That 
robust comedy difficult to dissociate 
from wheel or fly-by-night burlesque is 
conspicuously absent here. It is Levitt's 
concern as to where the trouble lies. 
Maybe on the second week there will be 
an improvement. At least, Lew Harris 
made it clear in an intermission an- 
nouncement that patrons can expect new 
faces. 

Harris does a character straight that 
is quite aggressive, and Larry Francis is 
also a straight with a sweet tenor de- 
livery as one of his big assets. His war- 
ble session with Miss Robie is one of 
the bright spots in the show.

ANAGERS of resident companies in 
several important cities recently 


have found a solution to the prob- 
lem of rallying the dwindling line of 
seat buyers. The gimmick is a ‘lower 
scale of prices. The genera] code of 
stock prices has been lower this season 
than at any time in many years. But 
the same may be said of the scale of 
prices paid stock actors. While in a 
few instances cutting prices has failed 
to prolong a stock run, the experiment 
has been a successful one in most cases. 
In Chicago, Cincinnati and half a dozen 
other cities managers have been forced 
to the two-for-one sale of seats, which, 
in the opinion of many, tends more to 
cheapen a stock company than a straight 
cut in prices, 


ANADIAN cities have supported their 
respective resident companies during 
the last fall and first half of the 

winter season on the whole better than 
the stocks playing in the United States, 


a survey of the last six months shows. 
Montreal, Toronto and Winnipeg have 
always been partial to in-the-flesh 


drama, but the loyalty of the Canadian 
stock fans has never been so con- 
spicuously marked as during the ex- 
traordinary period of depression. The 
success of the stocks that have thrived 
in Canada, however, must be credited 
largely to good management. 

A notable example of good generalship 
carrying to success a stock operation that 
threatened to collapse early in its run 
is the resident company at Winnipeg. 
The Walker stock is now in its 18th 


week in that city. Business at the 
opening of the season was bad, and 
growing worse, when the Walkers, 


operating a capable and well-balanced 
company and giving productions that no 


patron could reasonably criticize ad- 
versely, decided that something was 
wrong. 


They set about readjusting policy and 
physical conditions. They discovered 
that while the “high-brow” element was 
conspicuous in the patronage the Walker 
Theater was receiving, the “middle class”, 
constituting the larger body of stock 
fans, was not as numerous among the 
seat buyers as in former years. 

The Walkers surmised that one or both 
of two causes was responsible. Either 
the larger body of the old patrons of 
stock had formed the idea that the new 
company was too “high brow” or busi- 
ness conditions in the city had reduced 
the family budget allowance for amuse- 
ments. 

The Walkers met the exigencies of the 
situation. A cut in the scale of prices 
was announced and judicious advertising 
was done. Business began to build up 
immediately at the box office. And note 
the unusual result: Members of the 
Little Theater of Winnipeg contributed 
their organized support to the Walker 
project. One report from Winnipeg 
says: “They consider it their solemn 
duty to attend performances.” Stock 1s 
flourishing in Winnipeg and the Walkers’ 
clientele embraces every class of theater 
patrons.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2——As hinted in a 
story in The Billboard several weeks 
ago, the Republic Theater, on West 42d 
street, will go into burlesque stock Feb- 
ruary 12. Billy Minsky and Joe Wein- 
stock, operators of the Apollo, Harlem, 
and the National Winter Garden, have 
taken over the famous legitimate house 
on a 20-year lease from the Republic 
Amusement Corporation, which now op- 
erates it as film grind. 

The corporation leased the Republic 
last month from Arthur Hamnerstein, 
the owner, after Oliver D. Bailey relin- 
quished his lease. Abie’s Irish Rose had 
its phenomenally long run at the Re- 
public until 1927, but since then the - 
house has not had any howling successes 
with the possible exception of Subway 
Express. The late Oscar Hammerstein 
built the house 31 years ago. 

With the opening of the Republic on 
its new policy, burlesque will again hold 
sway on West 42d street. The old Ameri- 
can Theater, formerly a Loew vaudefilmer, 
had been in stock until early this sea- 
son, when a fire put an end to its career. 

Minsky & Weinstock will run two 
shows a day with a $1 top matinees and 
$1.50 evenings. The Republic is advan- 
tageously located, and may turn out to 
be another Columbia as regards prestige 
and patronage. Burlesque operators were 
known to have been after the house for 
a stock policy for some time. Minsky 
& Weinstock got the plum by chancing 
the responsibility, entailed in carrying 
the long-term lease. Principals and 
chorus were being assembled late last 
week, and Mike Azarra will be the mu- 
sical director, coming down from the 
Apollo, Harlem. Bunny Weldon will be 
number producer and William Roland 
will be retained as house manager. 

Minsky denied to a Billboard repre- 
sentative that he will rotate his shows 
and casts on a circuit composed of tho 
Republic, National Winter Garden and 
Apollo. Burly experts feel, however, that 
this would be the only logical thing to 
do. Also, that if not attempted in the 
beginning this will have to eventuate if 
the shows are to be kept fresh and spar- 
kling. 

A report making the rounds has. Solly 
Shaw aligned with a Mr. Reiser in plan- 
ning a burlesque tabloid policy for the 
Eltinge Theater, also on West 42d street, 
and a stone’s throw from the Republic. 
They say that Shaw will open February 
11, with four shows a day and films.

She Meons Business is a second-rate 
piece of work. Its one redeeming feature 
as a box-office attraction is that the 
heroine puts her no-account husband 
completely to rout both at the office 
and at home—a state of affairs which 
causes many of the female spectators to 
feel amused and suddenly superior to 
their escorts. Its great fault is that 
much of the action concerns itself with 
business details which are boring to the 
audience and detract from whatever en- 
tertainment value the play may have. 


The author has created John Roberts, 
proprietor of a ladies’ handbag business 
and husband of Doris, who is very fond 
of him. Her affection does not restrain 
him from eloping to Europe with his 
Secretary, leaving his firm on the verge 
of bankruptcy and his wife in tears. She 
steps in, however, stalls off creditors and 
restores the business to a paying basis 
by the end of a year, when John finally 
returns from his two-time honeymoon. 
Doris refuses to have him back and 
claims that she has established her right 
to the now profitable business. Neverthe- 
less it is awarded to her husband in the 
courts, but Doris forces him to turn it 
over to her by a little judicious black- 
mail, leaving her triumphant, while the

mere male is turned out in the cold. 

This inconsequential story is to some 
extent redeemed by the playing of Ann 
Davis in the part of the harassed wife. 
A well-trained voice coupled with an 
unusual control of facial expressions, 
makes Miss Davis a convincing exponent 
of the doctrine of equal rights for wom- 
en. Her interpretation of the business 
woman and of the wronged wife shows 
understanding of the _ tvpe. Ernest 
Glendinning manages to make the char- 
acter of the husband a curious blend of 
caddishness and charm. The first is 
simple, for John Roberts is written as a 
person with rather unattractive quali- 
ties. Glendinning saves the character 
from being incongruous by his ingratiat- 
ing manner even at moments when he is 
called upon to be most unpleasant. Her- 
bert Rawlinson, Peg Entwhistle and 
Houston Richards all help to relieve the 
tedium which the script engenders. 

She Means Business has a certain 
amusement value for the women folks, 
but has no universal appeal. It should 
be able to sell a decent number of tick- 
ets in the cut-rate establishments, but 
its producer will never have to worry 
if he should raise his prices.

Green Grow the Lilacs is an attempt 
worthy of consideration, commendation 
and charity, but as a play it is poos 
stuff, tricked out with poetic imagery 
concerned with the soil in a manner 
smacking of Millet. 

Lynn Riges’ failure to make a play is 
due to his preoccupation with the cus- 
toms, phraseology and balladry of Indian 
territory no farther back than 1900. His 
preoccupation is so great he even goes to 
the extent of having cowboy choruses 
sing their wailing ditties, while stage- 
hands change the scenes behind a drop 
of sky and a corral fence. The result 
is, quite naturally, one which makes 
Green Grow the Lilacs a slim piece of 
drama sandwiched in between long 
stretches of ethnology and more ethnol- 
ogy, rendered by people with accents of 
doubtful authenticity, at least to these 
straining eardrums. 

Helen Westley, as Aunt Eller Murphy, 
contributes ‘the greatest amount of 
authenticity on display, altho even she 
at times falls into the precise speech of 
Eastern parts. To one who has seen her 
before her portrayal is a marvel of trans- 
formation. 

Franchot Tone, as the young cowboy 
who murders a man during a shivaree 
and breaks out of jail to consummate 
his marriage, is less authentic, but 
nevertheless shows himself a capable 
actor in that his lack of authenticity 


does not assert itself as much as it does 
in the strained acting of his opposite, 
June Walker, who somehow convinces 
us hardly at all. Ruth Chorpenning 
is comic wherever she is and in whatever 
play she is, but only during a country 
dance is she her good old clowning self. 

Richard Hale is responsible for the 
only dramatic tension and suspense in 
the play. His part, granted, is written 
in the lurid style of O'Neill and the 
penny dreadful. It is a regular boogey 
man part. Hale makes his part con- 
vincing. 

Raymond Sovey’s sets are interesting in 
the Russian sense. A scene laid in a 
field of haystacks is particularly striking 
because of its lighting. Biberman’s dance 
ensembles are well staged. The heauties 
in his chorus are picked with an eye for 
peasant pulchritude, to be sure, but it 
seems to us water-waved coiffures are 
not authentic on Jills whose yokel Jacks 
wear blue denim overalls and 10-gallon 
hats. 

Nevertheless Green Grow the Lilacs is 
a seductive piece since it is the habit of 
the Guild to present from time to time 
utterly worthless offerings in such a 
manner that its would-be instruite fol- 
lowing is ravished without its knowing 
just how its dishonor was accomplished. 
Green Grow the Lilacs continues the 
Guild's hypnotic influence and adds no 
little prestige to the worth of a play- 
wright who, in our mind, is not enough 
of a poet to make a go of poetry, and 
who, so far, is not enough of a dramatist 
to make a go of a play unless backed by 
the mystical fervor of a Guild following.

Edward Nell, Jr., playing the title role, 
while not much of an actor, shows him- 
self capable of pleasant song. Eliz 
Gergely is, however, just the opposite. 


Her voice reminds one of the wavering 
uncertainty of a steel guitar. In the 
higher registers it has the same effect, 
on the ears and the hairs on the back 
of one’s neck as chalk scraped suddenly 
across a blackboard. George Hassell re- 
lieves the tension considerably with bet- 
ter than second-rate comedy. Under a 
management possessed of a gift for mu- 
sicals he would no doubt show himself 
worthy of better things. 

After all, a Shubert revival tells the 
tale to those who have borne with them 
and suffered them before.

Eva Le Gallienne and her Civic Reper- 
tory Company have the temerity to play 


. Camille before a New York audience and 


make a superb job of it. Using a fresh 
and unstilted translation, Miss Le Gal- 
lienne and her supporters give a per- 
formance that is notable for the in- 
tensity of the emotion which it arouses 
and for the charm .which its settings 
and costumes help to exert over the 
audience. Against perfect backgrounds, 
both animate and inanimate, Miss Le 
Gallienne is able to display herself once 
more aS one of America’s foremost ac- 
tresses 

The story of the last year of Mar- 
guerite Gautier's life, of her true love 
for Armand Duval after a life of an 
entirely different sort of love, of their 
separation and of their eventual reunion 
at Marguerite’s deathbed is fascinating- 
ly intense. The author made of his 
heroine such a character that only the 
most gifted of players could ever at- 
tempt it. The part of the Lady of the 
Camellias is One to make or ruin any 
actress who dares to play it. In this 
case it is Miss Le Gallienne’s triumph. 
Her ecstasy at the realization that a 
young man loves her unselfishly and her 
joy at the prospect of deserting her 
hectic existence are as contagious a5 
the almost unbearable despair into 
which she is thrown by the realization 
that she must give up Armand to save 
him. The scene in which Armand’s fa- 
ther prevails upon the hitherto divinely 
happy Marguerite to forsake his son 1s 
one of the most heartrending in al! 
drama, and Miss Le Gallienne wrings 
from it every drop of emotional appeal. 
There can never be a more perfect 
Camille. 

Of the supporting cast Morgan Farley 
has the greatest part as Armand, whom 
he makes an attractive if headstrong 
young lover. At moments when a dis- 
play of high emotion is called for, he 
tends to become a little spluttery with 
heavy use of the diaphragm, but at all 
other times he is eminently suitable for 
the part. Jacob Ben-Ami gives a polished 
performance as Armand’s father, carry- 
ing the role with unpretentious dignity. 
Josephine Hutchinson, Walter Beck, 
Leona Roberts, Harold Moulton and 
Robert F. Ross play smoothly and in- 
telligently in their respective parts as 
background for Camille’s life. All move 
under direction~which is a triumph in 
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itself, reaching the height of its per- 
fection during the scene in a fashion- 
able gambling salon when Marguerite is 
disowned by her lover. 

An unusual departure in the matter 
of settings has been essayed by Aline 
Bernstein. Small but minutely ap- 
pointed skeleton sets are used in the 
center of much black velvet drapery, 
which serves to round out the setting 
ynobtrusively. The illusion of a full 
stage is furthered by intelligent lighting, 
giving the final polish to what many 
Broadway managers could take as their 
standard of an excellent production.

As You Desire Me is just about 
as obscure as Einstein’s theory, but its 
beauties as a theatrical. piece are more 
apparent even tho just what Signor Pi- 
randello intends is so conjectural. It is 
an easy defense reaction to say not even 
the philosophical sophist, Pirandello, 
knows. 

But more seriously considered, As You 
Desire Me is that rare thing in writing 
which is capable of affording a score of 
explanations to be superimposed upon its 
Mona Lisan smile. Perhaps it is true Pi- 
randello is actually saying nothing, but 
the sound and fury is so great one does 
not suspect it signifies nothing all along. 
As You Desire Me can be proved or dis- 
proved On many premises, It is not 
our intention to adopt any one of many 
that come up, but merely to indicate 
what sort of a play Pirandello has writ- 
ten for our clinical theater. 

Judith Anderson’s portrayal of a woman 
who does not know herself and whom 
people who may be her husband, sister 
and aunt are not sure is their wife, sis- 
ter or niece is an indefinite, intangible 
and vaguely mercurial as the writing. 
The acting of a supporting cast is above 
average as a cast which merely supports 
and ciaims no luster for itself. Watson 
Barratt’s sets are pleasantly above the 
average Shubert mountings.

Med. Show Tax 
Null and Void 


City ordinance of Tampa, Fia., impos- 
ing a license tax of $100 a day on travel- 
ing medicine shows has been pronounced 
null and void, according to Dr. Harold L. 
Woods, owner and manager of the Woods 
Medicine Show, which has its head- 
quarters in Newark, N. J. A news report 
from Tampa confirms Dr. Woods’ story. 
firms Dr. Woods’ story. 

Dr. Woods makes the appended report 
from Plant City, Fla., January 19, on a 
test case which he carried before a judge 
of the Supreme Court recently. The de- 
cision in the Woods case is of general in. 
terest to showmen. It indicates that ex- 
orbitant licenses now being collected in 
Florida from traveling attractions are 
constitutionally unsound and may be 
successfully contested. . 

Dr. Woods reports: “A Supreme Court 
decision was rendered at Tampa, Fla., by 
Judge Robles January 15. 

“I brought the show here two weeks 
ago and stood for a pinch to contest the 
$100 a day reader on the ground that it 
was unconstitutional. I paid the #10 
mercantile reader, also the State and 
county tax. Our attorneys, Parker and 
Peacock, of Tampa, had the first indict- 
ment quashed January 4. 

“They arrested Charlotte Woods on the 
following day. Thru our attorneys we 
obtained an injunction against the city 
officials. The hearing came up in a 
minor court here January 13. Charlotte 
was found guilty and fined $200, with the 
option of 60 days in fail. 

“In order to bring habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, our attorneys advised her spend- 
ing a night in the hospital ward of the 
jail at Tampa. The following day the 
case Came up on a habeas corpus before 
Supreme Court Judge Robles. Within 
five minutes he dismissed it, holding that 
the arrest was false and the license ex- 
orbitant and beyond reason. As a result the 
case was nolle prossed in the local court 
and the ordinance calling for a $100 a 
day reader was declared void. 

“The natives are all with us. We are 
drawing everybody in the county. All 
of the fuss was started by the Chamber 
of Commerce here. It appears that every 
fine exacted under the present ordinance 
can be recovered, and for every imprison. 
ment under this ordinance the injured 
party may seek redress in the law courts. 
We are bringing suit for damages as soon 
as we check out.”

Toronto organizes for dis-

TORONTO, Feb. 2—A new departure 
in the Canadian motion picture industry 
has been organized in Toronto for the 
distribution of British pictures in Can- 
ada. The promoters are C. G. Garrette 
and E. M. Rawley. The reason for the 
formation of the organization, the Brit- 
ish Film Guild, is to break the Holly- 
wood domination of Canada by the use 
of the British films 

Canadian motion picture’ interests 
agree that Canada needs the best Eng- 
lish pictures and most of them claim 
that until lately the best of these are 
far below par in Hollywood technique. 

When N. L. Nathanson split with Pa- 
mous Players on the question of Ameri- 
can vs Canadian control of the Cana- 
dian company, he was in England 
shouldering an empire-wide enterprise 
for making empire films for empire dis- 
tribution as good as the best in Holly- 
wood. In the silent days English pic- 
tures were among the world’s worst. 
Since the talkies came they have enor- 
mously improved. Production has been 
modernized. For studio technique the 
English are well equipped in talking 
pictures. They have good actors, writers 
anu directors. 

What the English film lacks is market 
to speed up production. That depends 
upon demand. These the British Film 
Guild intend to supply—news about 
films to create a demand that can be 
followed by the supply. It is surmised 
that all Canadian exhibitors will be in- 
terested in British films as soon as it is 
definitely known that an organization 
exists for advertising them and creating 
a demand. Further activities of the new 
British Film Guild will be watched with 
considerable interest.

A Little Theater 
Reaches Its Majority 


The following article is reprinted from 
The New York Times: 

“Twenty-one years in the theater is a 
long time. Commercial theaters on 
Broadway claiming a consistent, con- 
nected history of that length are few. 
So it is interesting to find a little thea- 
ter celebrating its 21st birthday. The 
Wisconsin Players, of Milwaukee, claim 
this distinction. 

“Milwaukee has never been known to 
professional players as one of the most 
cordial road towns. Perhaps one reason 
is its constant encouragement of local 
talent. Twenty-one years ago it was al- 
most impossible for a group of amateur 
players to obtain modern plays in printed 
form. College courses in drama con- 
sisted of training and appreciation, and 
would-be playwrights and actors had to 
learn their trade in the school of experi- 
ence. 

“Despite these discouraging condi- 
tions, a few enthusiasts, among them 
Zona Gale, founded the society of which 
the present Wisconsin Players group is 
the outcome. This year, under the di- 
reetion of Victor Wolfson, a Wisconsin 
University senior, who for two years

Such Dilatory Claimants 

A member recently turned up in Equity’s office 
to file a claim covering salary due her for an en- 
gagement which had closed more than two months 
previously. It was, moreover, on a management 
with which Equity had had considerable difficulties 
and one on which Equity had thought all claims 
were adjusted. 

So the member was told that the claim could 
not be accepted formally, but that Equity would 
write a letter to the management and see what 
could be done. 

But Equity would like to serve notice on all its 
members that the time to file a claim is right after 
the closing, or if it is on other grounds, as soon 
as it becomes apparent that the money is not going 
to be paid in the ordinary course of events. 


He Helped Inaugurate a Governor 

Henry Paul Senber, Equity member at present 
playing with the company at the Majestic Theater, 
Harrisburg, Pa. has this report to make of his 
extra-professional activities: 

“It may interest you to know that a member of 
Equity rode with Governor’ Pinchot in part of the 
inaugural procession here at Harrisburg. 

“I happen to make horses a hobby, and I am 
associated with a local riding club which was asked 
to provide horses, coachmen and footmen for the 
inaugural ceremony, I was selected to be the foot- 
man . . . and crashed the front pages of the 
Philadelphia papers as per inclosure.” 

So it was Senber who was that stern and military 
footman next to the Governor. That’s the next thing 
to having an Equity member for Governor, we sup- 


pose. 
An Actor and an All-Round Man 


Mason Mitchell was never a member of Equity. 
By the time Equity came to the front as a repre- 
sentative of the actor, he had retired from active 
participation in the theater. But Clarence Geldert, 
a director in motion pictures, knowing him and 
knowing that many who had known him would be 
interested in hearing, of his death, sent also a brief 
sketch of his activities which qualifies him for men- 
tion at this time: ‘ 

“I knew him first in 1885, when we were both 
soldiers in an Indian uprising in Canada known 
as the Riel Rebellion,” wrote Geldert. “He was chief 
of scouts and created some excitement when he was 
teported ‘killed in action.’ 


“After the war he returned to New York to be-. 


come leading man with several stars, such as Julia 


Arthur, Georgie Drew Barrymore, Olga Nethersole 
and others. He also managed the Mansfield Theater. 

“He hunted big game in Africa, and gave Roose- 
velt much data for the trip he made later. When 
Roosevelt organized the Rough Riders, Mitchell 
joined them and was wounded at San Juan Hill. 

“When Roosevelt became President he appointed 
Mitchell to the consular service. He served in 
Zanzibar four years; Samoa, 12 years, and the bal- 
ance in China, Ireland and Malta, where he was 
retired for old age. 

“After his retirement he brought his wife to 
Hollywood and settled here intending to go back to 
the theater, but there was nothing here that looked 
favorable. He played a part for me in a picture I 
was directing, and later was placed in the Hollywood 
office of Logan & Bryan, stockbrokers, which posi- 
tion he held at the time of his death.” 


“Fine and Dandy” for the Fund 


The Fine and Dandy company is going to play 
its first, tho we hope not its last, benefit matinee 
for the Actors’ Pund of America at the Erlanger 
Theater February 10. It will be, Equity is sure, 
Fine and Dandy for the fund. 


“Dixie” Is With Us No More 

“Dixie”, perhaps the only dog to hold both an 
Equity card and a Ph. D, degree, is no more. This 
little dog was a meMber of the family of Professor 
Frederick H. Koch, of the Carolina Playmakers, of 
Chapel Hill, the seat of the University of North 
Carolina 

“In the theater, in classrooms and in seminar 
rooms and at important conferences ‘Dixie’ would 
sit a silent, solitary figure,” according to a student 
commentator, “bored with the stupid words and 
actions of human beings. She had attended so many 
examinations of candidates for Ph. D.’s that in 1920, 
during her 13th appearanace at such a function, 
that year, Dr. Edwin Greenlaw, then dean of the 
University Graduate School, placed a motion before 
the board to confer on her, honoris causa, the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy. The motion was passed, 
and ‘Dixie’ became a Ph. D. 

“Dr. Arthur Hudson, of the University of English 
department, in an introduction to The Carolina 
Playbook, published in June, 1930, wrote: 

“*The Actors’ Equity Association of America hon- 
ored “Dixie” with a life-membership certificate and 
a badge.’” 

“A special memorial service for ‘Dixie’ was con- 
ducted by Professor Koch's Shakespeare class.” 

This latter was made necessary, we hasten to 
add, not as a result of her appearance in any 
production, but due to an accident which flung her 
from the running board of an automobile beneath 
the wheels of another automobile. 

As is customary, Equity tenders its most heart- 
felt condolences to any surviving relatives of Dr. 
Dixie and assures them of its feeling of loss at this 
departure of their more celebrated relation.

When Lips 
Do Not Match 


We mean that—as very often a girl has two dif- 
ferently shaped lips—the upper one may be lovely 
and the lower one protruding or otherwise not just 
what it should be. Tihtere’s a way of fixing that via 
the lipstick route. If your upper lip is good and the 
lower one is bad, just see that you accentuate that 
upper lip with your lipstick, and conceal the lower 
one as much as possible by applying little or no 
makeup to it. If the trouble is the other way around, 
the upper lip not so good and the lower all it should 
be, then simply reverse the order of the application. 

The too-long mouth can be made to appear 
shorter by not carrying the makeup too far out to 
the corners and by lightly powdering the corners. If 
your mouth happens to be too small, it can be made 
to appear larger by carrying the lipstick out to the 
ends of the lips.

be deferred. Star actors, such as Pal- 
lenberg, Moissi, Tauber, Bergner, Albers 
and others, are thereatened with a cut 
of 50 per cent. Max Reinhardt, as well 
as the Rotler Brothers, who control six 
houses, failed to put in an appearance 
at the meeting. Neither did Eric 
Charell, who is coining money with his 
new production at the Grosse Schau- 
Spielhaus, The White Horse. |

opens in Berlin early in February. 

In place of the ill-fated Haller show, 
The Czardas Princess, Edgar Wallace's 


drama, On the Spot, is doing capacity at 
the Admirals, with admissions reduced 
from $6 to $1.50 for the best seat in 
the house.

Duisberg, formerly of the Spadoni 
agency, as chief of the United Booking 
Office.

Even the 
legitimate houses were packed. 

Ernest Rolls presented Puss in Boots 
at the St. James today. The show is 
not particularly strong as regards cast— 
Jennie Benson (Mrs. Rolls) is principal 
boy. and there is nothing outstanding. 
Nevertheless the company is solid, and 
today’s performance most meritorious. 
The panto. should do well at matinees, 
particularly while the school vacation 
lasts. 

At the Criterion Eliza Comes To Stay 
is in its second week. It is being pre- 
sented by a Williamson stock company. 
Business satisfactory so far. 

Nat Phillips has temporarily held up 
ihe usual tabloid season in order to 
present pantomime for two weeks, or 
just so long as patronage warrants. 

Stanley McKay left for Melbourne last 
week gnd opens for the holiday season 
with Old Mother Hubbard. He has, by 
arrangement with the Puller firm, taken 
the Bijou Theater. Specialties are to be 
provided by the Flying Wartons and the 
Ten Ionas. 

Nellie Bramley is presenting several of 
her own dramas at the Luxor Theater, 
Perth. Big opposition will be found in 
the Midnight Frolics show, which opens 
at the Royal tonight. 

First National-Warner, which company 
had the ball at its feet here early in 
the year, appears to be lying far back on 
the list so far as city releases are con- 
cerned. The position today appears to 
be most acute for the distributing com- 
pany and is said to have been brought 
about by the somewhat drastic condi- 
tions imposed by it when everything 
was Clear sailing. A rumor is now cur- 
rent to the effect that, failing a town 
theater in Brisbane for releases, the 
American company may build a theater 
of its own. This statement is apparently 
mentioned for what it is worth. 

The desire on the part of American 
firms for direct representation in the 
city is still further emphasized by the 
recent acquisition by Paramount of the 
Capitol Theater, Melbourne. The com- 
pany already has an arrangement with 
the Prince Edward Theater—and has 
had it for a long period—to keep its 
films featured on all programs at the 
house. 

Now comes another rumor to the ef- 
fect that William Scott has been nego- 
tiating with the Williamson-Tait people 
for a lease of Her Majesty’s Theater, 
Sydney. If even the suggestion were 
true, it more than ever makes it appear 
as if the theatrical firm is anxious to 
get out of the business while anything 
is offering. We hardly think that Scott 
(RKO general manager here) would tie 
himself up with Her Majesty's, seeing 
that all the theaters around are, in the 
main, modern in construction, while the 
legitimate house would need to be taken 
out and entirely renovated in order to 
be able to successfully compete with its 
rivals. This expense would hardly be 
justified in view of the fact that picture 
house seating is far in excess of ordinary 
requirements. 

R. M. Hatfield, for 18 months manag- 
ing director of Western Electric in this 
pert of the world, has left for Java and 
the East. He was accompanied by his 
wife and daughter. His sendoff was 
probably one of the most representative 
ever given a departing official. For sev- 
eral days prior to leaving the genial 
American was also honored by branches 
of the industry. 

J. H. Barker, who succeeds Hatfield as 
representative of Western Electric, has 
just finished a long, term in New Zea- 
land, in which country he secured splen- 
did results for the company. He finds 
that Australian exhibitors, in the main, 
are being well looked after by W. E. in 
the matter of being carried along—the 
consideration given many of them being 


very great indeed; so that, in the event 
of any political influence being brought 
to bear as showing that W. E. is a hard 
creditor, the company has facts and fig- 
ures to prove otherwise—and very much 
80. 

The decrease in tax paid to the Com- 
monwealth, on all entertainments (bar 
pictures), is disclosed in the annual re- 
port of the commissioner, tabled in the 
House of Representatives last week. Le- 
gitimate theaters have been affected by 
more than 50 per cent, concerts by 17 
per cent and racing by 6 per cent. 
Skating shows a 60 per cent fall. On 
the other hand, picture theater attend- 
ances increased by 70 per cent! 

Diziana, an RKO feature, will be 
screened at the Theater Royal over the 
holiday season. The theater—originally 
a legitimate house—has been intermit- 
tently used during the last year for the 
screening of special films which cannot 
get a showing in the regular motion pic- 
ture houses. 

Ted Russell, for many years one of the 
foremost of Union Theaters’ house man- 
agers, has resigned, owing, it ‘is said, to 
having taken an executive position with 
an amusement parlor which opens in 
the old Marcus Clark Building, Railway 
Square, this week. 

Paramount is fighting the depression 
—alleged and otherwise—by coming out 
with an extensive advertising campaign 
of a national newspaper character. The 
first features to benefit by the scheme 
will be Tom Sawyer and The Spoilers, 
which will be simultaneously screened 
in three capital cities this week. 

Freely noted that many small-town 
exhibitors will positively close down 
after this week. Their trouble is their 
inability to equip for talkies, in view of 
the expense incurred, with no possible 
hope of its return in the way of pat- 
ronage. On the other hand, new the- 
aters are being erected in certain towns 
which have up to now been content 
with old weatherboard halls, or build- 
ings of the kind. 

Mentioned here this week that Pathe 
is to be taken over, so far as distribu- 
tion is concerned by RKO, in which 
case it would appear as if Celebrity 
Pictures (physical distributors for 
Pathe) will cease functioning with the 
latter firm. 

Union Theaters’ Vaudeville will have 
Hassan’s Blue-Streak Arabs for their 
first big act of the New Year series. 
The combination opened today and did 
very nicely, altho there was nothing un- 
usual in the routine. 

Bertie Wright, secretary of the Actors’ 
Federation, is to vacate his position for 
the time being, as he has taken a part 
on the pantomime of Puss in Boots at 
the Royal. The Federation, by the way, 
is still hanging together in the hope 
that sooner or later the human element 
will again take its place in the enter- 
tainment field. 

Long Tack Sam and his troupe are 
due here next fortnight. They are under 
engagement to Union Theaters, Ltd., for 
which circuit Brock and Thomson, 
American dancers, are now appearing 
with success. 

Gregan McMahon, theater producer, 
has been engaged by F. W. Thring to 
act in a similar capacity for Efftee Films, 
which company will essay its first pro- 
duction early in the new year. 

J. C. Williamson is bringing an action 
against Union Theaters, Ltd., in respect 
to the sole performing rights of The 
Green Goddess. The firm claims that 
the screening of the film by U. T. is 
infringement.

Of America’s Unemployed 


OST commendable is the action taken 

last week by the National Minstrel 

Players and Fans’ Association, thru 
its secretary and chief executive, Robert 
Reed, of Cleveland, in going to the rescue 
of the unemployed in the various cities 
where branches of this organization are es- 
tablished. 

Without solicitation from any source, 
the minstrel players and fans thruout the 
country are volunteering their talent in this 
work of mercy. Impressive, too, is the fact 
that hundreds of the minstrel men who are 
extending the helping hand to their fellow 
men in distress are themselves unemployed 
and many of them in sore need of funds. 

In striking contrast with the action of 
these professional men of the theater and 
their followers is the attitude of the United 
States Congress, which sits quibbling and 
dillydallying over the same problem of re- 
lief for the needy millions. Let the bulletin 
issued from the national headquarters of 
the minstrel body at Cleveland January 30 
by Executive Secretary Reed speak for 
itself: 

“Producers of home talent or amateur 
minstrels should not permit the present 
period of business depression to find them 
sitting idly by, lamenting general condi- 
tions. Today the opportunity for the 
presentation of amateur minstrels is better 
than ever before. Almost every city and 
town in the United States has its organized 
unemployment relief agency, its community 
fund agencies. All are striving to find some 
way or means to extend relief work. . Then 
get busy, Mr. Minstrel Producer. Seek out 
the proper authorities in charge of these 
agencies, and put your proposition before 
them. Do it today. Let your proposition 
be of this nature: Produce and direct the 
minstrel show for them, giving them all 
proceeds above all expenses, all moneys 
above expenses going to organized unem- 


ployment relief work. Many of these 
agencies are being conducted by the city 
officials. In many cases halls for the re- 
hearsal and presentation of the minstrel 
show could be obtained gratis. The sale of 
tickets would be handled by these same 
agencies. Let them know that the members 
of the National Minstrel Players and Fans’ 
Association stand ready to co-operate with 
them. There is no need for you to“sit idly 
back and complain of the hard times. Act 
and open the way toward bringing back 
the good times. At the same time you will 
be doing your respective community a real 
service and gain for yourself new friends 
and new backers for future service.” 

Mayors and other municipal officials, 
business and fraternal organizations in the 
various cities can ill afford to refuse hearty 
co-operation or fail to recognize the noble 
sentiment that inspires the promoters of the 
benefit shows suggested in the bylletin. 

Some idea of the substantial returns to 
be expected from these benefit shows may 
be obtained by a glance at a report pub- 
lished in the Columbus (O.) newspapers 
following a minstrel show for the unem- 
ployed staged in that city January 24, 25 
and 26 by George W. (Pop) Sank and J. 
Frank Garry, promjnent members of the 
National Minstrel Players and Fans’ Asso- 
ciation, under auspices of the Eagles. Satur- 
day and Sunday performances were adver- 
tised, but when 1,000 people were turned 
away from the box-office at the Sunday per- 
formance the minstrels gladly volunteered 
for an extra perfomance on Monday. More 
than $2,000 was thus added to the fund for 
the needy. 


An Unfair Fight in Which Exhibitor 
And Rink Operator Are Involved 


NOTHER example of unfairness comes 

to light. In Adel, Ia, A. W. Sage 

operates the Rialto Theater, a picture 
house. He is of that type of fellow who 
wants everything for himself—who, if there 
was cake to be had and he dealt only in 
bread, would say you must eat bread or 
nothing. 

A few months ago a portable skating 
rink appeared in Adel, and because it drew 
some of his patrons, Sage showed fire in his 
eyes. At once he got busy, determined that 
either he or the rink operator would close 
down. At the same time he had an “open 
letter” published, in The Moving Picture 
World warning other exhibitors to beware 
of portable rinks. 

He referred to roller skating as a men- 
ace, and in speaking of the operator of the 
portable that appeared in his town, said: 
“T knew early in the season that he figured 
on coming, but had no idea what a havoq 
he would cause to the picture show game, 
and I did not get busy. Now that he is here 
I am getting busy. It is not alone the 
people that go down there to skate, but it 
is the spectators that he allows around free 
and has seats for. They were formerly our 
patrons, as were also the young people who 
skate. I own a large building which was 
formerly an old ‘church building. I had to 
buy this to keep out another theater. We 
are putting on a series of weekly dances 
and are going to get roller skates, and if I 
cannot stop it any other way, I will let 
adults skate free until we see who wins 
out.” 

He further said if-other exhibitors don’t 
get busy quick the roller-skating rink will 
get all of their business, as “you have no 
idea how crazy the younger generation are 
for these rinks.” 

Sage is not a believer in the saying, 


“The best man wins.” Adel wanted a 
change in amusements, and this was proven 
by the big business which the rink did dur- 
ing its some 14 weeks’ operation there, 
including Sundays, against which Sage also 
squealed, even tho he runs a Sunday show. 
Instead of accomplishing anything, Sage, 
from what can be learned, hurt himself by 
trying to stop the rink, which was not only 
a good one, but conducted properly. 


Consideration of Younger Element 
In Building for the Fair’s Future 


IT THEM. interested when they’re 

young and you will have them won 

over when they grow old. That ap- 
plies in every line of endeavor, but in this 
instance we have fairs in mind, those with 
pay gates. 

After careful observation it appears to 
us that the younger element is not being 
given the proper consideration, not only for 
the benefit of the individual child, but par- 
ticularly in building up patronage for the 
future of fairs. 

Many of the pay-gate county fairs have 
a day set aside known as School Day. Sev- 
eral methods are used for handling the 
children. Some fairs grant free admission 
if accompanied by parent or teacher, others 
issue tickets at a reduced price, still others 
use coupons in the daily newspapers which 
are good at the gate with the payment of 
10 cents. 

Frankly we feel that fairs charging the 
juvenile admission on School Day is making 
a grave mistake, because of the fact that 
fairs are community enterprises planned for 
educational purposes. Then again, while a 
dime might seem small, in the eyes of the 
child it is not, and sometimes to a family it 
is looked upon as a lot. 

Therefore, we would say that the fairs 
already following the policy of free admis- 
sion to children on a specified day are build- 
ing a stronger foundation for the future 
than the ones which make a charge, even 
tho it be small. 

A way to make the foundation still 
stronger, and we think that the time 
is not far off when this will come about, 
would be to make the gate free for juveniles 
every day of the fair, provided they are 
accompanied by parent or guardian. With 
such a policy there could still be a School 
Day with special features arranged for the 
children and reduced prices at the shows 
and riding devices. 

This policy of making every day of the 
fair free for children is not entirely new. 
It has been tried out by at least one fair— 
the Florida Orange Festival at Winter 
Haven—and found very successful. Down 
there the opening day of the show, which 
runs five days, is School Day, and thru the 
co-operation of the county school commis- 
sioners a full-day holiday was declared this 
year. About 16,000 tickets were distributed 
thru the schools, and in addition compli- 
mentary tickets, good for School Day only, 
were issued to every teacher in the public 
schools. This invitation also was extended 
to all colleges and private schools in and 
around Winter Haven. By issuing tickets 
J. B. Guthrie, manager of the festival, fig- 
ured it would be a reminder that all chil- 
dren would be given free admission on 
School Day, even tho admitted free every 
day. 

We’ honestly believe that by making 
every day free for children, when accom- 
panied by parent or guardian, any fair 
would more than double its present juvenile 
attendance and draw at least one-third more 
grownups. 
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Railroad Vs. Motors 


Bditor The Billboard: 


Having read many articles on the 
above subject, but no facts or figures, 
only general remarks, I desire to state 
the following: 

1—I was about to buy a 10-car circus, 
but I stopped to figure up the cost and 
found the following facts: 

2—It now costs for a good second- 
hand 72-foot steel flat car about $1,700 
or more (Warren, Mt. Vernon, Venice 
makes) and for a 72-foot steel stock car, 
second hand, about $2,500 or more; for 
show coaches, very fair condition, about 
22.000 each; advance car, about %2,000. 
For a 10-car show it takes four flat 
cars, two stock cars, three sleepers and 
advance car. At above prices the cost 
is $19,800 for the railroad cars, less 
freight. Then to load the tents, etc., it 
takes about six baggage wagons, one pole 
wagon, five tableau wagons, six cage 
wagons, ticket wagon, cookhouse wagon, 
light-plant wagon and tank wagon, or 
about 21 wagons, which cost, second 
hand, about $3,000. Then you need 
about 32 baggage horses to haul them, 
at a cost of about $2,500. All told a 
total of over $25,000 for an up-to-date 
second-hand railroad equipment, wagons 
and baggage horses for a 10-car circus. 

8—The minimum charge for a 10-car 
circus, up to 50 miles, is $243 per move; 
from 51 to 60 miles, $277; from 61 to 
70 miles, $310.50. And so on up. These 
are the actual figures today as charged 
by the railroad. Therefore, say the show 
is out 25 weeks and has only the mini- 
mum jumps of 50 miles or less each day 
at $2428. The railroad moves would 
cost $36,450 for the season without the 
home run, and it takes about 200 people 
or more to run a 10-car railroad circus. 

Now the motorized show: 

1—They need no baggage horses, 
harness, blacksmith tent, horse tent or 
teamsters, or men to care for them; no 
train crew, ete. In fact, the same tents, 
seats, poles, stakes. etc., can be loaded 
on eicht good dual-tired trucks costing 
8893.72 here, with well-built bodies and 
cages, ahd cookhouse, light plant, etc., 
on four-wheel highway trailers the same 
size tires as truck, for %468.50, with 
bodies complete; also the trucks will 
pull the trailers between towns. So the 
eight trucks and the eight trailers would 
cost new $10,797.76 against the railroad 
cost of $25,000. ; 

Next, you can make the move by 
trucks for 50 miles or less on gas and 
oil for eight trucks and eight trailers 
for less than $1 each, or #8 for all; also 
you can go when, how and where you 
please and get a good night’s sleep, and 
all the performers have their own trucks, 
which is much better than railroad 
sleepers at their very best. Now the 
average move of a truck show with the 
same sized tents, seats, etc., can do if 
for less than $25, which means tires, re- 
pairs, etc. So then, at most, $25 a day 
per move for 25 weeks would be $3,750 
for the season against $36,450 for the 
railroad show. 

Therefore, you can run the motorized 
show for what it costs to move a 10- 
car railroad show. While the railroad 
show owner must have a payroll and ex- 
penses of about $900 each day to move 
and put on his show. Besides, the per- 
formers would rather travel by truck 
than by railroad. And they own their 
own trucks and carry their own trunks 
and equipment, which is a saving for 
the show owner. I know one large 
motorized show that has no canvas 
trucks, but puts in a plece of canvas 
with each house truck, thereby eliminat- 
ing the canvas trucks. 

Now if the motorized show costs less 
than $25 a day to move, and with the 
Same season of 25 weeks, it would only 
cost $3,750 for the season. Then allow 
one-half for depreciation on the trucks 
and trailers, or #5,400 plus $3,750 for the 
season moves, or a total of $9,150 against 
*36,450 for only the railroad circus rail- 
road moves, and no allowance for de- 
preciation of wagons, cars and feeding 
of the baggage horses all winter: no 
large horseshoe bills, ete., to pay, with 
no absurd railroad repair bills to pay. 

Then you can run a motorized show 
with less than half the people of the 
railroad show, which in itself is a large 
Saving. 

As to winter quarters, the motorized 
how has nothing to pay for feed for 
‘rucks, but the railroad show has 32 
baggage horses to feed and care for, 
which is very costly. 

So, in closing, the railroad show has 
only one thing over the motorized show. 
That is the prestige of the railroad. But 
who wants that in place of profits? 

Let’s all come in with facts and fig- 
ures and make things better for all. 
And, unti] the railroads get reasonable, 
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Stay motorized. And give the Circus 
Fans credit for what they are doing to 
help the motorized shows.

Savannah has been the winter quar- 
ters for various shows for the last 15 
years and I have yet to near of one show 
that has ever paid one cent license to 
open or close the season there. Among 
them were Brown & Dyer Shows, Lor- 
man & Robinson Shows, Johnny J. Jones 
Shows, Nat Reiss Shows, Great American 
Shows, Rubin & Cherry Shows (twice) 
Sheesley Shows, Miller Bros.” Shows (six 
times) and several of the smaller shows 
The Rubin & Cherry Shows, Miller 


Pros.’ Shows and the Nat Reiss Shows 
have had the pleasure of playing the 
Park Extension, one of the finest pieces 
of ground that could be found any- 
where, and surrounded by four hospitals, 
and the very best and highest class 
citizens in Savannah. 

I know of several circuses that have 
played there under auspices. They 
never paid any license. I am sure if the 
license books of the City Hall in Savan- 
nah were inspected you would find out 
not a cent was paid for license either 
by a circus or carnival in the last 12 
years. I, for one, as a showman, am 
tired every year seeing in The Billboard 
about this time the outbreak of Charles 
Bernard, either against the city of 
Savannah or about the Georgia State 
license. You can rest assured it only 
causes more worry and contention for 
the showman. I am sure any show or 
circus that wants a date in the fall of 
the year and it doesn’t conflict with the 
fair, will have no trouble in securing 
a license or an auspices» No worthy 
carnival will ever be turned down in 
the spring.

Wal- 
ter M. Buckingham and H. L. Bogue, of 
the P. T. Barnum Top, Connecticut, 
assisted the management and advance of 
the Sparks Circus when it exhibited at 
Norwich, Conn., by securing a lot at 
half price and a reduction in license 
from $50 to $35. Buckingham is na- 
tional secretary of the Circus Fans. The 
Legislative Committee of the CFA, of 
which Melvin D. Hildreth, of Washing- 
ton, D, C., is chairman, has accomplished 
some excellent work along legislative 
lines that has helped the circus and is 
still busily engaged in fighting hostile 
legislation in some States. It also is 
trying to bring about a reduction of the 
billposting tax in Vermont. The hos- 
pital committee of the CFA, of which 
Mary Louise Anawalt, of Uniontown, Pa., 
is chairman, has been doing some very 
commendable work in behalf of show- 
folk who have been ill or injured. 


The Circus Saints and Sinners also 
have been active and only recently came 
to the aid of a veteran circus woman, 
Eulalie Lasceles, who was in distress in 
San Antonio, Tex. This organization is 
working in behalf of a home for aged 
circus people which will be located near 
Richmond, Va. 


“There are many. other instances where 
these organizations have lent a helping 
hand to performers and shows, and they 
deserve just praise, since all aid is given 
for one reason alone—their love for the 
circus and the showfolk.

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


Daniel is credited as probably the first 
man to enter a den of live lions. Rome 
had its Hippodrome races and athletic 
performances several centuries ago, and 
America has welcomed the circus and 
menagerie as its favorite amusement in- 
stitution about 150 years. It is there- 
fore appropriate to praise the faithful 
advertising agent who has devoted 30 


years of his life to announcing the date 
of “Circus Day”. 

Tom Dailey, now comfortably retired 
in his Lancaster, Pa., home, is certainly 
entitled to all the honors possible to 
attain long, faithful and capable service 
as a circus advertising car manager. Tom 
started his circus career in April, 1875, 
by joining as billposter on the advance 
of “A B. Rothchild’s Royal Victoria 
Menagerie and Circus”. It was one of 
the John O’Brien shows, with James 
DeMott’s father as manager and Josie 
and Willie DeMott were small children 
doing a riding act. That show lasted 
two seasons. Then young Dailey went 
over to Hyatt Frost and O. J. Ferguson's 
Van Amburg Show, where he remained 
in the bilposting brigade from 1877 to 
1881, inclusive. 

In 1882 John O’Brien put out the “J. 
H. Rice Circus Royal”, with C. W. Kidder 
as general agent. Kidder had been 
Dailey’s first employer on the 1875 
O’Brien Show and again placed him for 
the 1882 season. Then came a deserved 
promotion. W.H. Gardner was engaging 
the best available men for the billing 
crews Of Barnum, Bailey & Hutchinson's 
1883 tour when the wonderful advertis- 
ing campaign was on for Jumbo, as the 
outstanding feature. Gardner placed 
Dailey as boss billposter on one of the 
advertising cars. He remained under 
Gardner nine consecutive seasons. The 
Jast two, 1890 and 1891, he was made 
car manager. He joined Ringling Broth- 
ers in 1892, was made manager of an 
advertising car under Charles Ringling 
as the general agent. 

Tom Dailey then began what was 
destined to be a continuous service en- 
gagement under one management for 
more than three and a half decades. 
He was an acknowledged important fac- 
tor in the advertising of the Ringling 
Bros.’ World’s Greatest Show thru the 
period of its rapid growth. He was 
prominently identified with the adver- 
tising of that wonderful engagement at 
Tattersal’s Amphitheater, Chicago. in 
1896, wher the Ringlings made their 
strength as a competitor in any circus 
battle apparent to all concerned. Then 
followed their Boston reception by press 


and public, with many New England 


cities giving them the welcome greeting 
in the shape of capacity audiences. All 
of the rapid rise to popularity was pre- 
ceded by an amazing display of billboard 
and railroad excursion advertising, and 
the advertising crew managed by Dailey 
did their full share day after day. 


Thru the years of steady growth which 
characterized the World's Greatest 
Shows, the puchase by Ringlings of the 
Barnum & Bailey Show, the Forepaugh 
& Sells Bros.’ combined properties 
and eventually the consolidation of the 
Ringling Bros.’ World’s Greatest and the 
Barnum & Bailey Greatest on Earth into 
that gigantic 100-car outfit which 
amazed the world, Tom Dailey continued 
year after year in the capacity of ad- 
vertising car manager. He was assigned 
the duties that required the tact and 
experience of_an expert in circus billing. 
His remarkable ability to memorize every 
available location for posting cirtus bills 
along the lines of railroads thruout the 
entire U. S. was known by every circus 
billposter employed on the various crews 
of the Ringling Shows’ advance. If 
his bill car passed by a neglected ioca- 
tion into or out of an exhibition stand 
the guilty billposter was sure to be 
called on the carpet for an explanation 
of his neglect. Covering every available 
billposting location on the route of every 
man sent out was a religious duty in 
the routine of Dailey’s crew. 


His efficient service continued unin- 
terrupted until he had completed 35 years 
of bill-car management for the Ring- 
ling organization and a total of 52 years 
of circus advertising in the billposting 
department, and in all that time only 
worked for five different shows His 
retirement to the ease and comforts of 
home was clothed with all the accom- 
plishments and honors of a real veteran. 
One of his interesting descriptions of the 
1875 season on the advance of the 
Rothchild Wagon Show gives the roster 
as follows: C. W. Kidder, agent; Oscar 
Rahn, press agent: Dutch Phil Urtle,

FARGO, N. D., Jan. 31.—A general undertone of optimism over prospects for 
the 1931 fairs in North Dakota pervaded the annual meeting of the North Dakota 


Association of Fairs, 


when about 100 secretaries and other officials met here 


January 22-24, setting dates, hiring attractions and making general plans for the 


season. 

“Strong programs” was the consensus 
among fair men as a means of insuring 
good attendance. 

Circuit A, made up of Northwest Fair, 
Minot; Fargo State Fair, Fargo, and 
Grand Forks State Fair, Grand Forks, 
will open its season July 8 and continue 
three weeks. Devils Lake has withdrawn 
from the “big four” in North Dakota, 
leaving it a three-cornered affair. Minot’s 
fair opens the season, playing the week 
of July 8, and tentative dates for the 
other two are Fargo, week of July 13, and 
Grand Forks, week of July 20. The latter 
dates may be switched. 

The Grain Belt Circuit, made up of 
Bottineau County Fair, Bottineau; 
Towner County, Cando; Pembina County, 
Hamilton; Cavalier County, Langdon, and 
Pierce County, Rugby, all North Dakota, 
and Rosseau and Thief River Falls, Minn., 
fairs, opens its season at Bottineau June 
24, and continues approximately five 
week, as follows: Bottineau, June 24-28; 
Cando, June 29-July 1; Rugby. July 2-4; 
Langdon, July 13-16, and Hamilton, July 
21-23. An open date is left for Devils 
Lake, should that association decide to 
join the circuit. In case it does not, 
these fairs will be held a week earlier. 
Rosseau, Minn., has set July 28-30, and 
Thief River Falls’ dates are undecided. 

June 22 sees the opening of the season 
in the Best in the West Circuit, as fol- 
lows: Eddy County Fair, New Rockford, 
June 22-23; Benson County, Minnewau- 
kan, June 24-26; Mountrail County, 
Stanley, July 2-4; Burke County, Flaxton, 
July 14-16; Rollette County, Rolla, July 
22-24. 

The Jamestown Circuit, made up of 
Stutsman County Fair, Jamestown, and 
Wells County Fair, Fessenden, has set 
July 2-4 for the former, and July 7-9 
for the latter. 

The Missouri Slope Fair, Mandan; Bis- 
marck Fair; Divide County Fair, Crosby, 
and Steele County Fair, Finley, were not 
represented at the meeting, altho fair 
men were of the opinion that all with 
the exception of Bismarck are planning 
1931 expositions. 


Program Well Balanced 


A well-rounded program was presented 
to the fair men, Lynn W. Schwoebel, 
New Rockford, and H. L. Finke, Minot, 
secretary of the Northwest Fair, having 
charge of arrangements. Sessions were 
held in the Waldorf Hotel. Mayor A. T. 
Lynner of Fargo welcomed the group, 
and D. F. McGowan, of Grand Forks, 
responded for the association. 

“A fair must be well balanced to be 
really successful,” Retiring President 
Schwoebel said in the president's ad- 
dress, which was on the topic, The Fair— 
Its Present and Future. “Educational 
work is our primary objective in working 
up a well-balanced fair program, together 
with enough high-class entertainment to 
make the fair successful from the gate 
standpoint,” Schwoebel said. He dis- 
cussed exhibits from the standpoints of 
quality, quantity and display. Elimina- 
tion of needless expense was urged, with 
the budget system cited as the best pos- 
sible solution of that problem. 

B. E. Groom, chairman of the agricul- 
tural committee of the Greater North 
Dakota association and secretary of the 
Cavalier County Fair, Langdon, discussed 
the press and the fair at some length. 
He urged active co-operation with the 
press in the matter of advertising and 
furnishing news stories, preferably those

AST week we gave you Part I of our 

address on The Press and the Fair, 

made at the recent meeting of the 
Ohio Fair Managers’ Association in Co- 
lumbus, This dealt with the co-opera- 
tion of the fair man with the daily press. 
Part II, or the last half of the address, 
follows: 

The other press is your trade paper, 
and this you need in the organization 
of your fair just as much as you need 
the newspaper in pulling crowds thru 
the gate. You need the trade press for 
your amusement features, your conces- 
sions and the like. You need the trade 
press to learn what methods of man- 
agement are being used by other fair 
men. You need the trade press to find 
out what features, not only entertain- 
ment, but agricultural and industrial as 
well, other fair managers are offering and 
which may be just what you are lacking. 
The trade press is your medium for ex- 
changing news, ideas and opinions. In 
a nutshell, you need the trade press to 
know what the whole fair world is doing, 
and unless you know this you are not 
keeping abreast of the times and even- 
tually will be “out of the picture.” 

Naturally, if you need the assistance 
of the trade press, then it needs your 
co-operation. Without this neither would 
be worth a continental. Many members 
of the Ohio Fair Managers’ Association 
have co-operated nicely with the trade 
press, but there are still many who have 
not. Probably it was because they did not 
understand. The way to give co-opera- 
tion to the trade press is to keep it con- 
stantly advised of your activities. When- 
ever anything in the way of news in con- 
nection with your fair breaks, think of 
your trade paper just as quickly as you 
would your daily newspaper—quicker, 
really, because it is YOUR paper. You 
have changes in your officers, directors 
and department heads, Let the trade 
press know about these immediately after 
they take place—when they are NEWS. 
Reproductions of photographs of officials 
re-elected and new ones going into office 
make interesting material for other fair 
men. Say something about your fair 
activities thruout the year, not just be- 
fore or after the fair. Tell of new fea- 
tures tried out and found successes— 
even tell of those which were failures. 
In fact, anything that savors of news or 
advice to the fair world in genera] is 
always welcomed by the trade press. 
Create the same intimacy with the trade- 
press editors and department editors as 
I suggested in the case of the daily 
newspaper editors. You will find them 
always ready and willing to co-operate 
with you in the advancement of your 
fair. 

And don’t forget, either, the trade 
press, besides‘ giving its co-operation and 
seeking yours, from a news standpoint, 
would not object one minute to receiv- 
ing that thing which they say “makes 
the mare go”. “Eleventh-hour wants”, 
because of disappointments, are all right, 
but support from a good will or institu- 
tional advertising standpoint should not 
be lost sight of. 


NOTHER use is being made of fair- 
grounds this winter—that of having 
the exhibition buildings house 

homeless families. This is @ fine move, 
provided precaution is taken to prevent 
damage to the buildings or destruction 
by fire. Fair boards or associations con- 
senting to the utilization of their struc- 
tures for this purpose would do a wise 
thing to see that special caretakers are 
provided, both day and night, by the 
citizens’ committees looking after the 
unemployed. Without this protection it 
would be taking a great risk,

Night fireworks will be presented by 
the Thearle-Duffield Fireworks Company 
and call for elaborate displays of all 
kinds.

Stock Show Beats 


Previous Records 


DENVER, Jan. 31.—The 25th or silver 
anniversary of the National Western 
Stock Show goes down in history as the 
best year ever had. On the first full 
day—Monday—the S. R. O. sign for the 
night show—which was society night 
went up at 3 pm. Standing room was 
sold and all records were broken for a 
first night. The next two nights the 
stadium was packed, and big crowds 
were the rule the rest of the week.

A new restaurant building 
was also erected.

Valley, August 24-29; Lockport, Septem- 
ber 14-19; Palmyra, September 24-26.

. A. E. Brown, Batavia, president of the 
New York State County Fair Association, 
attended and was called upon to speak. 
He exhorted those present to do all they 
could to prevent the proposed regional 
fairs bill from becoming a law and asked 
all who could to attend a meeting of 
his association in Albany February 17. 


“There is a lot of talk about a bill to 
be put thru the Legislature adopting 
regional fairs,” he said. “I am opposed 
to it, and I hope you are. I have re- 
ceived many letters from various fair 
officials concerning this proposed legis- 
lation, but, personally, I do not think 
such a bill would have any chance 
Fairs can take care of themselves If 
they want to quit they will, but if any 
law is attempted, it will start a fight.” 

A resolution was unanimously adopted 
objecting to any such measure and 
pledging the members of the association 
to use their best efforts to oppose same 

Walter Moore, Goshen, of The Horse 
Review, was called upon to speak and 
stressed the need of advertising and get- 
ting plenty of publicity. Marvin Smith, 
of the Buffalo Road Drivers’ Association. 
also a visitor, stressed the benefits of 
publicity as well as the need for more 
interest in horse racing. 

N. G. Westbrook, Hemlock, one of the 
oldest members of the association, stated 
that this was the most harmonious 
meeting he ever attended. He suggested 
that fair dates be consistent and not 
changed every year. “I'm strong for ad- 
vertising. I think it pays, and fairs 
should do plenty of it.” He also added 
that horses mean much to gate receipts. 

Speaking on children attending fairs. 
Charles Johnson and Mr. Newton both 
expressed themselves very much in favor 
of having children admitted free. “Their 
mothers give them so much to spend at 
the fair,” said Johnson, “and the fair 
profits thereby.” Newton pointed out 
that the parents come with the children 
and added that children talk fair hefore 
and after they attend and spread good 
will as well as advertise the fair. “Chil- 
dren's Day at the Hamburg Fair each 
vear, when all children up to 12 years 
old are admitted free, is the best adver- 
tising we do,” he said 

In giving his views, Arthur Maytum, of 
Dunkirk, said: “All of us, except Ham- 
burg, have to struggle. The proper way 
to run a fair financially is to make up 
a budget and adhere to it.” He was 
optimistic about the next Dunkirk Fair 
because the board of supervisors this 
appropriated $25,000 for a new 
building, to replace the one that col-

Saskatchewan 
Meet Suecess 


SASKATOON, Sask., Can. Jan. 31.— 
The 24th annual convention of the Agri- 
cultural Societies of Saskatchewan, held 
in the Assembly Hall of the University 
of Saskatchewan here, was one of the 
most successful held to date. Alfho 
attendance was somewhat lighter than 
usual, the fine spirit that characterized 
the proceedings gave ample proof of the 
indomitable courage that sustains the 
men and women upon whose shoulders 
falls the task of leadership in the rural 
areas. 

The proceedings opened with an ad- 
dress of welcome by the president of the 
university, Dr. W. C. Murray. 

In his presidential address J. D. Mac- 
Farlane expressed the opinion that the 
deflation in the value of silver was an 
important factor in the present depres- 
sion, since silver is the money standard 
of five-eighths of the world’s population. 
Quality products and balanced farming, 
he believed, would carry farmers over the 
lean years. 

A sane development of side lines 
rather than any drastic change in farm- 
ing methods was advocated by Prof. John 
G. Rayner, director of Agricultural Ex- 
tension, as being likely to carry us thru 
the present difficulty and enable us to 
face the future with greater confidence 

Some 120 agricultural exhibitions were 
held during the summer of 1930. 
Weather and disturbed economic con- 
ditions were responsible for more can- 
cellations than in any previous year, but 
the records show that entries in all 
classes were substantially greater. 

Work with the juniors is steadfy in- 
creasing. Seven farm boys’ camps, with 
a total enrollment of 853, were held. 
Twenty-four swine clubs and 36 grain 
clubs were also in operation, the latter 
being a newly organized feature. 

With Canadian Agriculture as the title 
for his address, Dean A. M. Shaw of the 
Saskatchewan College of Agriculture pre- 
sented a masterly review of Canada’s 
export and import trade in agricultural 
products. 

Dean Coffey of the University of 
Minnesota made two addresses, one on 
The Significance of Agricultural Progress 
and the other on Contributions of Co- 
Operative Marketing to the Agriculture 
of Minnesota. 

An impressive feature of the program 
was the unveiling of a tablet to the 
memory of the late Dean W. J. Ruther- 
ford, who passed away June 1, 1930. 
Preceding the ceremony Dr. W. C Mur- 
ray paid feeling tribute to the sterling 
character aad usefulness of the late 
dean of agriculture. 

Our Farm Problems and Some Possible 
Solutions was the title of an address by 
Dr. William Allen, department of farm 
management, University of Saskatche- 
wan. Dr. L, E. Kirk, professor of field 
husbandry, talked on A New Method of 
Attack on the Weed Problem. 

The chief officers of the association for 
the ensuing year are J. D. MacFarlane. 
Carlea, president; R. D. Kirkham, Salt- 
coats, vice-president; Prof. John G. 
Rayner, Saskatoon, secretary-treasurer. 

At the close of the convention the 
Saskatoon Exhibition Association ten- 
dered a banquet to the delegates and 
visitors, some 300 attending. Chief 
speaker was Hon. W. C. Buckle, minister 
of agriculture. Speeches were inter- 
spersed with vocal and musical selections.

Free at Zoo 


Forest Park, Dayton, O., 
adopts new policy—adding 
reptile garden and ride 


DAYTON, O., Jan. 31—A new policy 
for the operation of the zoo at .Forest 
Park here the coming season has been 
adopted by the Forest Park Amusement 


Company, President A. Vaszin an- 
nounoes. It provides that all school 
Classes, when accompanied by their 


teachers, be admitted to the zoo free any 
day during the week. This is being done 
purely for educational purposes. 

The Roosevelt High School of Dayton 
has taken a keen interest in the zoo, 
and stories on the habits and life of 
animais are published in their school 
paper, edited hy the boys and girls. 

The zoo will be increased by two Elks 
the early part of March, a gift from the 
local Elks’ Lodge. 

A new attraction at Forest Park in 
1931 will be a reptile garden, which will 
contain reptiles from the smallest to 
the boa constrictor. It will be the first 
attraction of its kind ever placed in a 
local park. 

A new riding device, manufactured by 
the Dayton Fun House Riding Device 
Company, also will grace the park 
grounds. It will be known as the Hop- 
Toad. 

Another item of interest is that Forest 
Park management has decided to book in 
motorized circuses, as several other parks 
have done in the last season or two.

HE time does not seem to be far off 
when One will be able to go to an 
amusement park, take a _ swim, 

dance, ride the devices, etc., then step 
right over to the airport and hop in a 
plane for a spin, or vice versa. 


Relations between the airport and the 
park are becoming quite friendly; in fact, 
sO friendly that movements are now on 
in several cities in various parts of the 
country to have them become “next-door 
neighbors”. 


In other words, if these movements 
materialize new amusement parks will 
be established right at the airports. 


There seem to be many advantages to 
such a scheme. One thing sure, it is 
bound to increase attendance at both 
the park and the airport, because of the 
public appeal that it will carry. It 
will be “killing two birds with one 
stone,” as the old saying goes. 


Of course, the success of such a co- 
operative plan depends in a great meas- 
ure upon the manner in which the 
projects are conducted and the class of 
attractions offered. It seems almost a 
certainty if the parks, in addition to 
the standard amusements, will put on 
good “flesh” attractions and the airport 
stunts of a thrilling nature frequently, 
in addition to the regular passenger 
flying, the plan will work out success- 
fully. 


The Manufacturers’ Division of the 
National Associgtion of Amusement 
Parks is so enthused over this airport- 
park proposition that it has appointed 
a special committee to aid in the de- 
velopment of the field. 


This may serve as food for thought to 


Owners and managers of amusement 


parks in cities or towns where airports 
have not yet been established. We be- 
lieve there are many parks where land 
adjoining is available for airports, and 
it would be well for the owners and 
managers of these parks to look into the 
matter. 


ITH an abundance of “flesh” at- 

tractions available, because of the 

talkies knocking the bottom out 
of vaudeville, it seems strange to us 
that those park managers in a position 
to do so do not get together on some 
kind of a circuit and take advantage 
of the situation. There probably are 
many park men under the impression 
that vaudeville was discarded for talkies 
because the public did not want vaude- 
ville any more. Far be it from such. 
Talkies took the place of vaudeville, not 
so much because of public demand, but 
because of greater profits for the house, 
in many instances movie interests hav- 
ing taken over the theaters. 


There are any number of vaudeville 
acts thrown out of jobs today because 
of the talkies, acts that could be ob- 
tained at a very reasonable price. Never 
was there a better opportunity for the 
park man than now. And the ones who 
can see their way clear to get in on 4 
circuit will be sure to profit, because 
“flesh” is coming back—coming back 
strong. This doesn’t necessarily mean 
that the talkies are going out of ex- 
istence. There are certain classes of the 
public that want these, there are other 
classes that have tired of talkies and 
want “flesh”, and there are still other 
classes that would prefer to alternate. 

Remember the old days when a vaude- 
ville artist could obtain a whole sum- 
mer’s work on such circuits as Frank 
Mellville’s, Rudy Heller's, Joe Flynn's. 
Walter Plimmer’s and many in the South 
and Middle West? These were the good 


old days with amusement parks, and w* 
would like to see history repeat itself.

For Jones Beach Park 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—If the proposed 
budget of the Long Island State Park 
Commission for 1931, calling for $5,609,-

Jones Beach was the chief 
contributor in both years, the sums re- 
ctived there being $332,723.10 in 1930 
and $44,403.24 in 1929. The income was 
principally from the operation of bath- 
houses, golf courses, tennis courts and 
rowboats. 

The number of persons visiting the 
State parks on Long Island in 1930 
was almost three times the 1929 total. 
In 1930 the number was 2,800,000; in 
1929 it was 1,050,000.

How It’s Done at Fargo 

W. P. Chesnut, secretary of the Fargo 
Chamber of Commerce, told an interest- 
ing story of how the Fargo State Fair 
has been pulled out of a financial slump. 
The “cure” applied to the Fargo Fair is 
possible in any town, it was pointed out. 
From 150 to 200 business men of Fargo 
are actively engaged in operation of the 
fair, giving their time to planning and 
to actual duty on the grounds during 
fair week, Chesnut said. “For years”, 
he continued, “the fair association em- 
ployed help, spending from $15,000 to 
$20,000 a year, Under the present plan 
each director has charge of a particular 
department, and each year citizens are 
asked thru the service clubs or other 
organizations to furnish men to do the 
work free of charge. Not only has this 
effected a big saving in money, but the 
fair now is on a firm footing, because 
each business man understands it and is 
interested in seeing it progress. Each 
year one director is responsible for a 
particular building or department. The 
president keeps in direct touch with the 
entire fair thru his directors instead of 
thru superintendents, as in former years. 

Thru this form of operation the com- 
munity has come to feel a responsibility 
for the fair, and the average citizen is 
more apt to give it attention and pat- 
ronage than before, realizing that it is 
a co-operative movement. Each director's 
family pays admission the same as any 
one else, tending to cut down the number 
of passes issued, consequently increasing 
the proceeds.” 

H. L. Finke, Minto, secretary of the 
Northwest Fair, discussed fair meetings 
in other States and passed on some 
helpful points gathered while attending 
them. 

The free gate and pay gate and general 
fair problems were discussed in open 
forum. H. E. Rilling, State club leader, 
talked on boys’ and girls’ exhibits; Dr. 
J. H. Shepperd, president of the North 
Dakota Agricultural College, on live-stock 
classifications, and A. G. Arvold, founder 
of the Little Country Theater movement 
in America, on Old World Fairs, describ- 
ing a number of fairs and festivals in 
Europe which he attended last summer.

Looking Back 


By W. F. MANGELS 
Director American Museum of 
Public Recreation 


Frank Buckland relates the following 
Story in Curiosities of Natural History, 
1878, now in the library of the American 
Museum of Public Recreation, Coney 
Island: 

“In January, 1861, London streets 
were placarded with large diagrams 
representing the ‘Lion Conqueror’. The 
show was on exhibition at Astley’s The- 
ater and I at once paid a visit. 

“The old-fashioned way of causing 
jions and other beasts to have dread of 
a hot poker was to allow the animal to 
burn himself once with a red-hot poker. 
The lion tamer then covered the end of 
a stick with red sealing wax and this 
the animals carefully avoided. 

“When I came into the theater there 
was a beautiful young lady on the stage 
in great cistress at being lost in the 
desert. The lions were heard roaring in 
the distance. At that moment the 
‘lion tamer’ appears from one side ol 
the stage and from the other a very 
fine black-maned African lion, free and 
unchained, bounds out with a beautiful 
elastic spring. For a moment we doubt 
what is going to happen, when the un- 
gallant lion, disregarding the beautiful 
princess, raises his huge body up into 
the air, and standing on his hind legs, 
falls upon the neck of his master—th« 
lion and the man walk around the stage, 
giving time for the princess to run for 
it, and the curtain drops. 

“The next scene is in the lion's home 
in the desert. When the curtain draws 
up we see the lion asleep, his master by 
his side. We see the poor, good-natured 
lion blinking with half-closed eyes at 
the glaring footlights, the tip of his 
tail moving gently up and down. The 
ciimax comes when the Rajah commands 
his rival to be cast into the den. The 
lion tamer appears, opens the door at 
the top of the cage, containing three 
lions and a lioness. With a small hand 
whip the master makes his beast per- 
form sundry tricks. I saw him put his 
face into the lion's gaping mouth, a 
feat which must require great confi- 
dence, not only in the temper of the 
lion operated on, but in the other ani- 
mals also, for the attention of thw 
master is for the moment withdrawn 
from them. 

“Altogether Mr. Crockett achieved a 
great triumph over his three lions and 
his lioness.”

ARIOUS items in connection with a 

special department and service of 

The Billboard are very interesting 
when one gives them careful thought, 
and consideration. In fact, compara- 
tively speaking, as pertains to the vast 
number of showfolks (all lines—carnival, 
circus, theatrical, parks, fairs, etc.) 
served by it, but very few have taken the 
time and pains to analyze its immensity 
and worth. It is the Letter List that 
appears in each edition of the publica- 
tion! 

* . . 

The number of letters, etc., handled by 
the employees of the mail-forwarding 
department of The Billboard might prove 
astounding to persons not in the know. 
For instance. take last issue: There were 
about 4,500 names in the list—possibly 
a few more, or less. That represented 
but about one-half of the names dealt 
with, the others having forwarding ad- 
dresses, delivered on calls, etc., which 
would be, roughly estimating, about 9,000 
names. To that number there must still 
be additions, because, when there are 
from 1 to 10 letters for an individual, 
his or her name appears but once in the 
published list. This would easily in- 
crease the number to such extent that— 
well, 12,000 letters might be a close guess. 
Of course, some of them were on hand 
one or more weeks, but, also, new ones 
arrive daily, and others forwarded on 
receipt of furnished address. In the 
spring and fall, when shows are opening 
and closing, the list is augmented, be- 
cause of changing addresses. If you 
have the time, dear reader, just count 
the names in one of those columns. It 
might surprise you.

There is great expense to the operation 
of that department—far more than many 
people would surmise. And it is ab- 
solutely free service to all showfolks and 
their affiliations. Its attaches are con- 
scientious workers, and do all in their 
power to expedite mail being forwarded. 
A majority of those who receive mail 
thru that department co-operate with 
the mail handlers by keeping them in- 
formed as to their addresses and changes 
in addresses, also provide forwarding 
addresses immediately on seeing their 
names in the published list; but, many 
do not—greatly as they should.

Thru the service of the mail-forward- 
ing department many thousands of per- 
sons have established and re-established 
correspondence with relatives, friends 
and acquaintances, or transacted busi- 
ness matters. Likewise, nonprofessionals 
have gained correspondence with rela- 
tives in show business with whom they 
had lost contact, not knowing their 
whereabouts. While on the subject, it 
might not be amiss to inform the readers 
that every week letters are received stat- 
ing that somebody “told me you folks 
always know where he is,” etc., and re- 
questing address (which is not provided 
them). The better way is to advise 
expected correspondence writers to “ad- 
dress me care of The Billboard, Mail For- 
warding Department”, giving the location 
of The Billboard’s office to which you 
wish your mail sent. 


HEN this “column” had its incep- 
tion, about a year ago, it was 
captioned “Current Reflections”— 
meaning thoughts (reflections) coming 
“currently” to the mind of its editor, or 
concerning current topics of interest to 
the outdoor amusement world — prin- 
cipally midway folks with carnivals, or 
on midways at fairs, celebrations and 


elsewhere. Because of another “column” 
having the word “current”, it was 
changed to “Carnival Reflections”. But

Agreement Considered 


Suggestions for Trade Practice Confer- 
of the Motorized Circuses of the 
United States, considered at the confer- 
ence of motorized circus interests and 
others at Washington Monday, and sub- 
ject to change, in the discretion of the 
conference, were: “The rules as here an- 
nounced, unless modified by the Federal 
Trade Commission or the owners and 
representatives of motorized circuses, 
shall become the rules of conduct for 
the cirevses on the subjects covered. 
Those appearing in Group 1 shall be re- 
garded by the Federal Trade Commission 
as condemning unfair methods of com- 
petition in violation of law. Those ap- 
pearing in Group 2 are accepted as ex- 
pressions of the showmen. 


GROUP 1 


Rule 1—Interference with a competi- 
tor’s business thru the enticement of 
employees from his employment is an 
unfair trade practice. 

Rule 2—The covering of a competitor’s 
paper before noon of the day of showing 
is an unfair trade practice. 

Rule 3—Covering of dates of a com- 
petitor’s paper or trick dating, tending 
to mislead the public, is an unfair trade 
practice.

GROUP 2 


Rule 4—The use of similar names or 
of usurping or “pirating” the design or 
sentiment of a showman’s trade-mark is 
opposed to the best interests and good 
name of the circus world, and is,con- 
demned by showmen, 

Rule 5—Reference to a competitor in 
public advertisements in a manner tend- 
ing to discredit such competitor is op- 
posed to the best interests and good 
name of showmen and is condemned. 

Rule 6—The renting of available lots 
for the purpose of preventing the ap- 
pearance of a show in a town is con- 
demned as being opposed to the best in- 
terests of the circus world. 

Rule 7—The use of postpone cards and 
of advertising tending to mislead the 
public as to the time of appearance of 
another show is opposed to the best in- 
terests and good name of the circus 
world. 

Rule 8—The motorized circus Owners 
hereby recommend that shows exhibiting 
within a radius of 15 miles of each other 
shall be confined to one daub for each 
show in the other’s exhibition stand. 

Rule 9—The insertion of misleading in. 
formation in trade journals concerning 
show territory or licensing provisions is 
condemned as being opposed to the best 
interests of the circus world. 

Rule 10—It is the opinion of this con- 
ference that it is to the best interests 
of the circus world that no town, having 
been legally contracted by one show, 
shall be contracted by another show un- 
til four weeks subsequent to the date of 
exhibition. 

Rule 11—A committee on trade prac- 
tices is hereby created and empowered to 
investigate whether or hot these regula- 
tions are being observed, take complaints 
concerning alleged violations, to co- 
operate with the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion and generally to perform such other 
acts as may be reasonably necessary and 
proper to put these resolutions into effect 
and to accomplish the object and pur- 
Pose of this conference.

The average Howard 
show runs in this manner, from the type 
angle: Opening spot, a headliner or 
punchy two-act of the kind that was 
formerly in the deuce spot; two spot, 
either a next-to-closing act according to

eld standards or the three-act of the old 
six-act bills; third spot, a letdown act 
comparatively, in short, the weakest 
spot in the show; fourth spot, a flash 
if the closing sock is in “one” or any 
type act that will make it easy for the 
closing act to follow; fifth and closing 
spot, one of the headliners, preferably 
the stronger one. 

Howard's method of booking eliminates 
the old “cheaters” entirely. These were 
&® necessary evil in the old days when 
bills were padded and a bridge of noth- 
ingness was needed to fill the gap be- 
tween the high spots. Being down to 
five acts on shows that are relatively 
expensive, Howard does not have to 
resort to “cheaters”. In fact, he would 
defeat the purpose of the new booking 
style entirely by spotting “cheaters”. 
While the third spot is the weakest of 
the Howard show this act is in no sense 
a “cheater”. Its lesser quality is only 


. what the term implies: only relative. 


The puny novelty act that filled a 
seat-finding period following overtures 
in straight vaudeville days no longer has 
a chance on the Howard route. And this 


* appears to apply all around, with very 


few exceptions, in the RKO office. Even 
Loew is steering clear of novelty turns 
that do not carry a big sock 

Howard's route now runs thusly: Cin- 
cinnati; Palaces in Chicago and Cleve- 
land; open week; Youngstown; Buffalo, 
Toronto and Boston. One of the heavy- 
salaried acts playing the Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and Cleveland string is dropped for 
the ensuing four dates, a cheaper one 
being substituted. Budgets for the three 
opening stands start at about %4,500, 
average about $5,000 and when the oc- 
casion requires it they climb as high as 
$7,000. For Youngstown, Buffalo, Toronto 
and Boston, however, the budget averages 
$3,700. The difference in budgets be- 
tween the latter group and the Cincin- 
nati, Cleveland and Chicago houses is 
usually represented by the substitution 
of the three-week headliner by a far 
cheaper attraction. 

The Albee, Providence, which has been 
in straight pictures for some months, 
may shortly rejoin Howard's route, ac- 
cording to report. It comes in at the 
tail end, following Boston.

Criver of combination bill and paste 
wagon; George B. Bowman, of Quincy, 
Ill., boss billposter, and Dailey says he 
was the “brigade”. He describes the 
combination bill and paste wagon as a 
model of perfection. It had 13 com- 
partments for the bills and equipment. 


It is interesting to note that 20 years 
after starting with the Rothchild Show 
as one of an advance crew of five he 
was one of a small army operating in 
advance of Ringling Brothers. Of that 
army on the 1896 advance of Ringlings 
there are but few of his associates of 
that season still with us. Ed Burk, 
who was local contractor for the Ring- 
ling Show, later a partner in the Foley 
& Burk Carnival, is now retired in his 
Oakland, Calif., home. Eddie Arlington 
was excursion agent, later identified 
with Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch, owner of 
hotels and racing stable, is a citizen 
of New York. W. H. Horton, then man- 
ager of No. 4 advertising, earned his 
promotions up to the head of the class 
in the big show's advertising depart- 
ment and is now an important official. 
Several of the 1896 regulars back with 
the show have weathered the storms of 
35 intervening years and still active. 
Of these “Uncle” Charlie Andress, who 
served as side-show manager, as ad- 
juster and other important positions for 
Ringlings, later published the valuable 
route books of the Barnum & Bailey 
Show, then to ownership of valuable 
ranch lands and home at Great Bend 
Kan., finally astounded his hundreds of 
professional friends by announcing his 
marriage late in 1930, and combined the 
celebration of his 79th birthday January 
15, 1931, as part of his honeymoon tour. 
So along with Tom Dailey “Uncle” 
Charlie must be given a medal of honor- 
able mention for remarkable careers in 
the ranks of “Old-Time Showmen”.

Then in the place of 
Morris’ talk asked various carnival 
owners and representatives to address 
the assembly on the subject The Most 
Pressing Problem of the Carnival Owner 
and Its Efject oy the Fairs. Among those 
who spoke were Dave Lachman, Roy 
Gray, Donald McGregor, John Francis, 
Richard (Dick) Halke and Guy Dodson. 

Following the appointment of the 
resolutions and nominating committees 
the meeting adjourned for the morning, 
and the fair men, showmen and attrac- 
tions men were guests of the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce at a luncheon on 
the roof garden of the Adolphus Hotel. 

Friday afternoon's session was opened 
with the introduction of E. H. Sieberg, 
of the Kemper-Thomas Company, who 
made an address on Publicity at the 
Fatrs. He urged “spot” advertising. 

E. B, Evans of Dallas addressed the fair 
men, pointing out the benefits of public 
address systems. The secretaries then 
discussed the importance of permanent 
structures and buildings and other ways 
and means of improving fairs in general. 

The morning session of the second day, 
which was the final session of the meet- 
ing, opened with J. A. Moore, director of 
agriculture, giving a talk on ways of im- 
proving the fairs in the State. Fred 
Kressman, of the Barnes-Carruthers Fair 
Booking Agency, spoke on Amusements 
in Front of Grand Stands at the Fairs. 


The Proposed Bill 


The big punch of the entire meeting 
was the address made by Judge J. H. Bar. 
wise of Fort Worth. Following the read- 
ing of the proposed bill, which is to be 
introduced in the next session of the 
Texas Legislature, the Judge in a forceful 
manner expounded the various favorable 
results of legalizing horse racing at the 
fairs in the State. The bill reads: 

“A bill to be entitled an act authorizing 
fair association, bona fide farmers and 
live-stock raisers, designated associations, 
to hold public exhibitions of farm, dairy, 
poultry, agricultural products and live 
stock, and to conduct contests with re- 
spect thereto, such contests to be held 
under the direction of a board of five 
persons, composed of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, the president of the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College of College 
Station, and the president of the College 
of Arts and Industries of Kingsville, and 
two others to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor for a term of two years, the one 
to be a bona fide farmer, the other a 
member of the Spanish-American War 


Veterans, the American Legion or the 
Texas National Guard; authorizing asso- 
ciation to receive contributions toward the 
purchase of any animal entered in such 
exhibition; providing that receipts shall 
be issued to contributors; authorizing the 
association to determine by lot which 
receipt hoider shall become the purchaser 
of such animal; authorizing contests in 
exhibitions of horses for speed, breeding 
and endurance, and the receiving by 
such association of contributions toward 
the entry of any animal as first, second 
or third contender, the person so con- 
tributing to acquire an interest in the 
total contributed as to first, second or 
third contender, in proportion to the

and the number and name of the horse 
selected: limiting the amount of con- 
tribution by any one verson toward any 
one animal for an one place to an 
amount not exceeding $10; permitting 
such association to retain of amounts 
contributed a limited per cent; the right 
to make such contribution or to receive 
them being restricted to the premises 
where such contests ure held; requiring 
the giving by such association of a bond 
conditioned that such contests shall be 
fairly conducted and that contributions 
shall be paid out as agreed; the board is 
authorized to appoint agents to direct 
and supervise exhibitions at a compen- 
sation of $10 per day and reasonable ex- 
penses; directing that such associations 
shall pay to the board two per cent of 
all contributions, which, in addition to 
heense fees, after payment of expenses, 
shall constitute a fund in the hands of 
the board for distribution by it for the 
sole use of aiding, assisting and en- 
couraging farming, live stock, poultry 
and dairying industries of this State, in- 
cluding the purchase by the Commis- 
sioners’ Courts of the several Counties, 
to which the board shall allot such funds, 
of seed and its distribution, and the 
purchase and maintenance by such 
courts of pure bred bulls and cows, studs 
and mares, sheep, goats and hogs, and 
poultry, and their distribution for breed- 
fg purposes, free of all charge for the 
service thereof; the remainder of the re- 
tained contributions to be used by the 
association for paying the actual and 
reasonable expenses in providing lands 
for holding exhibitions, equipping and 
maintaining buildings, and operating ex- 
penses, including paying of purses and 
premiums for farm, poultry and dairying 
and live-stock exhibits, and residue of 
funds on hand by the board on April 10 
of each year in excess of the working 
fund of $500 shall become and be a part 
of the general fund of the State of Texas; 
that the board shall have power to make 
and enforce rules and regulations to as- 
sure the fairness and integrity of such 
exhibitions and contests; that it shall 
keep books and accounts showing ac- 
curately the amounts collected and dis- 
bursed, and make an annual report to 
the Governor, setting forth amounts col- 
lected and expenditures made; author- 
izing the board to appoint agents to 
supervise such contests; directing that 
the board shall serve without compensa- 
tion except $10 per day for attending 
meetings and necessary expenses incident 
thereto; that no amounts authorized by 
the board to be paid out shall be paid 
except and only from funds coming into 
the hands of the board under this Act; 
providing that no such exhibition or 
contest shall be held on Sunday and no 
one exhibition held for more than 30 
days in any one year; that such associa- 
tion shall pay a license charge of $50, 
except where such exhibition is in a 
county of more than 150,000 population, 
in which case the license shall be $500; 
requiring that no animal shall engage 
in a contest of speed, breeding and en- 
durance, unless the one who rides, drives 
or exhibits such animal shall obtain a 
license trom the board; providing that if 
& feir association does not desire to re- 
ceive contributions and donations, as 
Provided in the Act, it shall not be sud- 
ject to the Act; providing that if any 
Person, shall knowingly violate, or know- 
ingly permit the violation of this Act, he 
Shall be fined not less than $100, nor 
more than $1,000; that if any clause, 
Provision, requirement or part of the Act 
shall be adjudged invalid, such holding 
Shall not invalidate the remainder of the 
Act, but be confined to the clause or 
part declared invalid; and repealing all 
laws in conflict with this Act.” 

A vote was taken as to whether the 
association should go on record as in- 
dorsing the bill when it becomes before 
the house, and approximately three to 
one were in favor, all of those opposing 
being secretaries from East Texas. 


Following a spirited discussion the fair 


men voted to convene in Dallas again 
in 1932. 


Two resolutions were adopted, one to 
form fair circuits thruout the State in 
1931, and the other thanking the city of 
Dallas, the officials of the State Fair of 
Texas, the Dallas Chamber of Commerce 
and various individuals and civic bodies 
and concerns in Dallas for their splendid 
hospitality and co-operation during the 
1931 session.

Ernest S. Holmes, manager 
of the Utah State Fair, and A. N. Fish- 
burn, of Tremonton, are retiring presi- 
dent and vice-president. 


The next Utah State Fair will be held 
October 3-10, it was decided at 9 recent 
meeting of the fair directors. Some di- 
rectors advanced the idea of holding 
the fair earlier, but Manager Holmes ex- 
plained that an earlier date would con- 
flict with State fairs of California, Idaho 
and Oregon, thus greatly reducing ex- 
hibits. 


Dates were set for county fairs as fol- 
lows: Uintah Fair, Vernal, August 6-7; 
Wasatch County Live-Stock Show, Heber,
